The  following  is  taken  from  the  history  of  the 
Bishop  name,  by  American  Publishers  Association, 
Washington,  D.  C,  1905. 

The  name  of  Bishop  is  from  the  Ecclesiastical 
surname.  Names  of  civil  officers  and  occupations  be¬ 
come  transmissable  or  hereditary  surnames. 

In  the  genealogy  of  the  Kings  of  Lidisfari  is  a 
Bishop.  The  ancient  name  was  borne  in  after  times  by 
a  minister  of  O.swy,  Benedictus  Bishop,  who  was  not  a 
bishop.  He  may  have  been  a  descendant  of  this  royal 
race  and  some  of  the  names  of  Bishop  may  be  derived 
from  this  ancient  origin.  What  ever  may  have  been  th 
original  meaning,  this  old  Saxon  name  has  its  origin 


as  follows:  From  the  old  Norse  bisa  to  strive  vehe- 
mencntly;  and  the  Anglo  Saxon  cof,  which  means  strenu¬ 
ous,  Thus  the  name  of  Biscop  or  Biscof  would  be  most 
naturally  formed.

Mrs.  Harriot  Thomas  Martin  of  London,  Ohio  who  is 
a  descendant  of  Edward  Bishop  who  was  a  proprietor  of 
Salem,  Mass,  in  16^6  and  who  may  be  a  brother  of  Rich¬ 
ard  who  was  our  ancestor  offers  the  following  concern¬ 
ing  the  name  of  Bishop:

They  have  built  cities  and  illuminated  the  marts 
of  trade,  gained  great  prominence  in  fields  of  science 
and  medicine.  In  the  arena  of  statesmanship  they  have 
produced  men  of  thought  and  of  action,  while  at  the  bar 
and  in  the  administration  of  justice  they  have  shown 
erudition  and  wisdom.  As  clergymen,  educators  and 
lecturers  they  have  occupied  high  places. 

Also  as  heroes  of  Colonial,  Revolutionary  and  later 
wars  they  have  rendered  patriotic  service,  each  one  of 
whom  have  added  lustre  to  the  name  of  Bishop." 

The  statements  of  Mrs.  Martin  could  probably  be 
truthfully  applied  to  most  if  not  all  of  the  early 
American  families.  However,  to  this  could  be  added 
statements  not  so  complimentary.

On  searching  further  in  these  Massachusetts  records 
we  find  Richard  Bishop  was  the  husband  of  Dulzebella  at 
Salem  1635, 

It  seems  very  probable  that  the  above  are  one  and 
the  same  person,  and  we  have  every  reason  to  believe 
account  Richard  Bishop  being  made  a  freeman  that  he  was 
the  original  immigrant  who  came  to  America  prior  to  l635» 

From  here  we  have  the  one  line  to  John,  son  of  John 
and  Elizabeth  Hooper  Bishop,  of  whose  family  we  have  some 
data  on  four  sons,  Isaac,  Hooper,  Sylvanus  and  William, 

Of  the  family  of  Isaac  we  have  data  on  Rebecca,  Albert, 
Juliette,  Theodosia  and  Horace,  and  of  the  family  of 
Sylvanus,  John,  Artemus,  Lewis,  Nelson  Spicer,  Ma,ry,  Ruby 
Ann  and  William  Henry. 

The  record  of  the  family  of  Richard  Bishop  is  taken 
from  p.  125  of  the  Essex  Antiquarian.  After  the  family 
of  Richard  Bishop  the  records  furnished  by  Waiora  Bishop 
Wallace,  Edw.

"Isaac  Bishop,  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution  was 
born  somewhere  in  Rhode  Island  on  the  9th,  of  Dec. 

1758.  As  family  tradition’ goes,  there  were  6  brothers: 
Isaac,  Hooper,  William,  John,  Sylvanus,  and  Art emus. 

Of  these  brothers  we  have  little  of  record  or  tradition 
to  tell.  However  the  writer  remembers  well  the  news¬ 
paper  account  of  the  death  of  Hooper  Bishop  sometime  in 
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the  early  60s,  He  was  said  to  be  96  years  old  and 
the  last  soldier  of  the  Revolution  in  Michigan,, 

In  Volt  4-7,  Page  176,  records  of  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  war ,  kept  by  the  secretary  of  the  Commonweal th, 

Bq oton j  Mass,,  we  find  the  following  record;  dated 
Ticonderoga,  Dec*  1776*  "Isaac  Bishop  enlisted 

for  a  period  of  three  months  under  Capt.  Aaron  Charles, 
Anthony  Wayne,  Commander  of  the  Fort," 

This  service  was  of  short  duration  and  expired  . 
Mar,  25,  1777-  On  April  IS  following  he  enlisted  in 
the  4th4  Mass,  line  Regiment  for  a  period  of  three 
years  under  Capt,  'Kaleb  Keep,  Col,  William  Shepard, 

This  service  continued  for  the  full  term  of  three 
years  and  the  records  show  that  he  participated  in 
several  important  engagements,  viz;  Surrender  of 
Burgoyne,  New  Port,  and  Monmouth,  He  was  also  at 
Valley  Forge  that  terrible  winter. 

At  the  close  of  the  Revolution  Isaac  did  not  re- 
turn  to  the  Massachusetts  home  to  live  but  settled  at 
Kinderhook,  a  little  town  on  the  Hudson  below  Albany. 

In  I.7S3  Isaac  Bishop  was  married  to  his  first 
wife.  The  name  of  this  wife  has  been  lost  in  the 
lapse  of  years,  (Patty  Peak),  It  is  known  that  she 
died  a  little  before  1600  leaving  a  family  of  eight 
children  all  under  fifteen  years  of  age.  It  was  then 
that  the  subject  of  this  sketch  turned  his  face  again 
to  the  West.  Family  tradition  does  not  tell  us  how 
or  why  he  made  the  journey  of  over  two  hundred  miles 
with  a  family  of  eight  little  children.  We  find  them 
later  settled  in  the  Village  of  Roa.noke,  township  of 
Stafford,  Genesee  Co.  N,  Y.  Here  he  married  again  a 
young  widow  of  twenty,  Sally  Lockwood  (Gatlin)  who 
became  the  mother  of  eleven  children;  Rebecca  1604, 
Albert  1606,  Isaac  1606,  Susan,  1610,  Sophia,  1615> 
Jariett  and  Juliette,  twins  1617,  Theodore  and  Theodosia, 
twins  1619,  Horace  1821,  Sarah,  1624.,  Of  the  first 
family  of  eight  we  have  the  names  of  four;  Samuel, 

John,  Philo  and  Sylvanus.  The  last  of  whom  lost  his 
life  in  the  war  of  I6l2a 

Isaac  Bishop  departed  this  life  May  9?  1646  and 
his  wife  Sally  Lockwood  Bishop  died  March  13 >  1639* 

They  are  buried  in  a  little  country  cemetery 
known  as  Jug  City  Cemetery  only  a  little  way  from  the 
city  of  LeRoy  on  the  Roanoke  road.  The  graves  are 
marked  by  two  marble  slabs.  Neer  the  base  of  one  is 
a  modest  line  in  italics,  "A  Soldier  of  the  Revolution. 11 
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We  hope  that  future  generations  descending  from 
this  old  Patriot  will  bear  in  mind  his  resting  plo.ce 
and  visit  it,  returning  thanks  to  those  who  made  this 
great  nation  possible.11 


The  following  is  from  obituary  of  Isaac  Bishop 
by  John  Knapp,  dated  at  Roanoke,  June  3>  1S46. 

"Mr,  Isaac  Bishop,  a  Revolutionary  soldier  died 
Tuesday  morning,  May  IS,  1S^6  in  the  town  of  Stafford, 
Genesee  Co-,  N.  Y.  aged  So  years. 

Mr,  Bishop  had  five  brothers  and  fifteen  living 
children  to  mourn  his  demise.  His  health  had  been 
poor  for  many  years  but  he  has  been  able  to  be  about 
■most  of  the  time,  and  allthough  his  friends  knew  that 
he  must  go  soon,  yet  his  death  was  sudden  and  very 
afflicting  to  them.  But  he  has  gone  and  we  must  all 
follow  him  soon,  therefore  let  us  obey  the  voice  of 
reason,  the  Bible  and  Christians,  that  we  may  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  meet  where  parting  will  be  no  more." 

Statements  concerning  war  record  etc.  are  left 
out  of  the  above  as  the  information  is  the  same  con¬ 
tained  in  the  proceeding  obituary.

Albert  Lockwood  Bishop,  born  in  the  town  of 
Fabius,  N, Y£' 7, Aug.  1806,  died  at  his  home  in  Allen, 
Michigan,  Wednesday  evening,  July  2nd.  1890,  after 
an  illness  of  a  few  weeks,  aged  eighty  three  years, 
ten  months  and  five  days.  Was  married  to  Mahala 
Ellis,  November  26,  1829,  in  Leroy,  N.  Y.  Their 
married  life  extended  over  a  period  of  fifty  two 
years.  Eleven  children  were  born  to  them.  Nine  of 
whom  are  still  living,  Mr.  Addison  Bishop  of  Hills¬ 
dale,  F.  P,  Bishop  of  Allen,  Mr,  G.  E.  Bishop  of' 
Kalamazoo,  Mr,  VSFv  M.  Bishop  of  Allen,  Mrs.  G.  S. 
Johnson  of  Fenton  Mich.,  Mrs,  R.  Seeley  of  Hillsdale, 
Mr.  I.  J«  Bishop  of  Nebraska  City,  Nebr.  Mrs.  C.  L. 
Holden  of  Quincy  Mich.  Mr.  0.  E.  Bishop  of  Allen. 

He  moved  with  his  family  from  Panama,  Chaut¬ 
auqua  Co.  N,  Yj  to  Allen,  Mich.  Feb.  15,  1857;  where 
he  has  since  resided.  His  wife  died  eight  years  ago 
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last  Februa.ry.  His  principle  business  since  coming 
to  Michigan  was  farming  until  about  twelve  years  ago* 
Y/hen  being  advanced  in  years  and  unable  to  labor  his 
son  Watson  and  wife  moved  on  the  farm  in  whose  family 
he  has  resided  until  his  death*  Too  much  cannot  be 
said  in  praise  of  the  life  and  character  of  this 
noble  and  true  man..  He  was  so  patient  and  long 
suffering,  and  while  his  body  was  racked  with  pain 
he  bore  it  all  with  such  fortitude,  neither  expressing 
a  desire  to  go  hence  or  remain,  but  perfectly  sub¬ 
missive  and  resigned  to  the  will  of  the  God  that  made 
him,.  He  had  no  regrets  to  cast  and  no  fears  of  the 
future*  He  said  it  was  not  his  to  predict  or  specu¬ 
late  about  the  future,  but  to  be  true  and  honorable 
in  life,  and  leave  the  future  to  Him  who  made  the 
future  the  present  and  the  past*  He  was  familiarly 
known  where  be  has  lived  so  many  years  as  “Uncle 
Albert1*  and  as  many  remarked  of  him,  he  had  not  an 
enemy  in  the  world.  He  was  also  a  man  of  marked 
ability  and  intelligence,,  Being  a  great  reader  and 
thinker  he  was  well  versed  on  all  the  topics  of  the 
day,  and  took  interest  in  every  passing  event.  He 
Wti’s  unlike  many  old  people  who  live  in  the  “Dead  Past," 
for  his  clear  mind  grasped  the  things  of  the  present. 

He  was  a  staunch  and  conscientious  Republican  all 
through  his  life  because  he  thought  it  right  to  be. 

Let  us  follow  in  his  footsteps  and  try  to  emulate  his 
worthy  example.

Reference  is  made  to  your  letter  in  which  you 
request  information  in  regard  to  your  ancestor  Hooper 
Bishop,  a  soldier  of  the  Revolutionary  War. 

The  record  given  below  is  obtained  from  the  papers 
on  file  in  pension  claim,  S.  29OOS,  based  upon  the 
Revolutionary  War  service  of  Hoopper  Bishop,  as  his 
signature  appears  but  whose  name  is  borne  on  the  pension 
roll  as  Hooper  Bishop. 

Hoopper  Bishop  was  born  March  22,  1763  in  South 
Brimfield,  Hampshire  County,  later  Holland,  Hampden 
County,  Massachusetts,  and  lived  there  at  the  time  of 
the  Revolutionary  War. 

He  served  four  enlistments  as  private  in  the  Mass¬ 
achusetts  troops  as  follow:  in  the  spring  or  summer, 
1773,  three  months  in  Captain  Carpenter’s  Company; 


from  the  spring,  1779 >  about  eight  weeks  in  Captain 
Jabez  Keep's  Company;  from  July  1,  1730,  at  which 
time  he  was  working  in  Brimfield,  Massachusetts,  in 
Captains  Thorp's  and  White's  Companies,  Colonel  Smith- s 
Regiment,  during  which  period  of  service  he  was  one 
of  the  guard  present  at  the  execution  of  Andre;  and 
from  the  summer,  1731,  three  months  in  Captain  King’s 
Company,  and  while  with  a  scouting  party  assisted  in 
capturing  five  spies  and  executing  one. 

After  the  war,  the  soldier  lived  six  or  seven 
years  in  Kinderhook,  New  York,  after  that  in  Spring- 
field  and  Ludlow,  Massachusetts,  for  twelve  years, 
after  which  he  moved  to  Onondaga  County,  New  York. 

Hoopper  Bishop  was  allowed  pension  on  his  applica¬ 
tion  executed  September  11,  1332,  at  which  time  he 
resided  in  Pompey,  Onodaga  County,  New  York,  where  he 
had  lived  for  the  past  thirty-one  years. 

The  soldier  moved  early  in  1337  to  Michigan  in 
order  to  "live  with  his  children.11  The  application 
for  transfer  of  his  pension  was  executed  in  Wayne 
County,  Michigan;  in  1355,  be  was  living  in  Novi, 

Oakland  County,  Michigan.  The  name  of  the  wife  of  the 
soldier  is  not  given,  nor  are  the  names  of  children 
designated. 

One  Levi  Bishop  appeared  in  behalf  of  Hoopper 
Bishop  in  said  Wayne  County  in  1337 J  in  1355?  Levi 
Bishop  was  residing  in  Novi,  Oakland  County,  Michigan, 
but  his  relationship  was  not  stated. 

In  IS32,  one  Artemas  Bishop  resided  in  Pompey, 
Onondaga  County,  New  York;  he  stated  then  that  he  lived 
in  the  family  with  the  soldier,  Hoopper  Bishop,  at  the 
time  he  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War„

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SYLVANUS  BISHOP,  son  of  John  and.  Rebeckah  Davis 
Bishop  was  born  at  Brimfield,  Mass.  April  16,  1765; 
where  he  lived  with  his  parents  when  the  Revolutionary 
War  broke  out.  In  the  spring  .of  17&1,  at  the  age  of 
l6,  he  ran  away  from  home  to  South  Brimfield,  Hamp¬ 
shire  County,  declared  he  was  of  proper  age  and  en¬ 
listed  l6,  May  17SI  (see  Vol.  2,  p.  S3  “Mass.  Soldiers 
and  Sailors  of  Rev.  War").  He  was  a  pensioner  of  the 
Revolution  as  shown  by  a  certificate  signed  by  J.  C. 
Calhoun,  secretary  of  war,  dated  29,  April,  IS19.  He 
was  commissioned  an  Ensign  in  Naval  Militia  of  Onon¬ 
daga  County,  N.  Y. ,  in  regiment  commanded  by  Lt.  Col. 
Jerimah  Jackson,  dated  11 j  March  1&02,  signed  by  Gov. 
George  Clinton,,  He  was  commissioned  on  lp>  April 
1S05  by  Gov.  Morgan  Lewis  as  a  Lieutenant  in  the 
Regiment  of  Militia  commanded  by  Col.  Thomas  Olcott. 

On  2,  November  1792  he  married  Rachel  Spicer 
(born  19,  July  1775)  at  Kinderhook,  N„  Y.  About 
three  years  later  they  moved  to  Porapey,  Onondaga 
County,  N.  Y.  and  in  1S12  to  Oswego,  where  he  tooK 
up  a  large  tract  of  land.

-Biography  Of  Conrad  Bush” 
(By  L*  C»  Bishop) 


Matilda  Hanchett  Bishop,  daughter  of  Daniel  and 
Susanna  Hanchett,  born  Aug,  9,  1623,  was  one  of  a 
family  of  eight  girls  and  two  boys.  The  mother  of 
Matilda  Hanchett  was  the  only  daughter  of  a  family  of 
twelve  children  of  Conrad  and  Mary  Bush* 

(153)  Conrad  (Conradt)  Bush  was  born  in  Germany, 
April  29,  1753,  and  according  to  the  War  Department 
records  enlisted  as  a  gunners  assistant  and  matross 
in  Capto  John  Doughty’s  Company,  2nd,  Artillery  Regiment 
of  Continental  troops  commanded  by  Col.  John  Lamb.  His 
name  last  appears  on  the  muster  roll  of  May  17S3.  He 
was  granted  a  section  of  land  in  Onondaga  County,  N.  Y. 
in  settlement  of  his  services,  (I  visiteu  this  farm 
which  is  still  in  the  family  name  and  viewed  the  graves 
of  Conrad  and  Mary  Bush,  located  on  a  little  knoll  in 
a  field  in  the  year  1906.  They  have  a  beautiful  head¬ 
stone  the  shape  of  the  Washington  Monument  and  about 
ten  feet  in  height),  A  receipt  roll  dated  1765  show¬ 
ing  amounts  received  from  Lt0  Col.  Van  Renssalear  in 
full  for  services  in  rapt*  Degarmo’s  and  Van  Derhoff’s 
companies  of  Peter  Yates  Reg.  of  N.  Y.  Militia  in  the 
late  war,  1765c  He  was  allowed  a  pension  on  his 
application  executed  June  7th,  1626  while  a  resident 
of  Pompey.  The  records  of  the  Pension  Bureau  show  that 
he  died  Dec.  19th.  or  26th.  1654. 

Following  is  the  inscription  on  his  tombstone, 
"Conrad  Bush  died  Dec,  19,  1654,  age  101  years,  7 
20  days."  The  same  tombstone  bears  the  inscription 
"Mary  Bush  died  Dec.  3,  1646,  age  6l  years,  11  months, 

15  days. " 
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Matilda  Hanchett  Bishop  died  June  11,  IS67. 

Conrad  Bush  was  blind  during  the  last  twenty- 
years  of  his  life  and  being  a  thrifty  German  had 
saved  considerable  money  which  he  kept  in  a  chest 
under  his  bed.  He  could  tell  by  the  size  and  feeling 
of  the  coins  as  to  the  value  but  was  not  able  to 
distinguish  an  American  from  a  Mexican  coin  and  it 
was  found  after  his  death  that  he  had  taken  many 
Mexican  coins  not  suspecting  that  his  neighbors  and 
friends  would  cheat  him  in  this  manner,  ^ 

My  father  told  the  story  that  when  his  father 
was  first  married  to  Matilda  Hanchett  that  he  went 
to  the  Bush  farm  and  asked  permission  of  grandfather 
Bush  to  go  into  the  woods  of  his  large  farm  and  pick 
up  the  dead  timber  for  fire  wood  for  the  winter  and 
that  grandfather  shook  his  head  and  said,  "Rot  and 
mak e  t h e  ground  rich." 

As  the  record  shows  he  served  during  the  entire 
war  for  independence  and  he  told  many  tales  of  suffer¬ 
ing  and  privation.  He  said  that  during  the  winter 
at  Valley  Forge  that  many  of  the  soldiers  cut  their 
shoes  into  strips  and  burned  them  crisp  and  ate  them 
to  keep  from  starving.  He  said  that  he  did  this  with 
his  own  shoes  and  afterwards  would  leave  blood  stains 
on  the  ground  and  in  the  snow  when  marching  as  did 
many  others. 

He  related  one  incident  where  one  of  the  heavy 
cannons  was  stuck  in  the  mud  and  a  young  Lieutenant 
was  standing  by  and  using  some  rather  rough  language 
to  urge  the  men  to  push  harder  when  General  Washington 
rode  up  and  inquired  of  the  young  officer  as  to  his 
reason  for  not  lending  a  hand  inasmuch  as  no  more  men 
were  available,  the  young  man  replied,  "I  am  an  officer 
sir",  whereupon  the  General  dismounted  and  placed  his 
shoulder  to  the  v/heel  at  the  same  time  ordering  the 
Lieutenant  to  do  so  and  with  this  added  assistance  the 
cannon  was  moved  on  its  way.

Alfred  Morris  Bishop,  son  of  Art emus  Clark  and 
Matilda  Hanchctt  Bishop,  horn  at  Pompey,  N.  Y.  Feb. 

29,  1646. 

His  childhood  days  were  spent  on  the  farm  and 
was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Onondaga  County 
and  at  age  19  (Apr.  1,  IB67)  be  departed  for  the  west, 
and  at  Platte  Citv,  Nebraska,  was  employed  to  whack 
bulls  (drive  oxen)  from  that  point  to  Ft,  Phil  Kearney, 
Y/yo.  Terr.  At  this  fort  he  hired  to  the  Government  on 
Aug.  21,  IS67  for  work  in  a  saw  mill  and  for  moulding 
brick.  In  November  of  that  year  he  was  assigned  the 
task  of  cooking  for  the  mess  where  he  worked  until 
spring. 

Later  he  went  in  the  freighting  business  on  his 
own  account,  being  associated  at  different  times  with 
the  following:  Johnny  McFarland,  Charley  Clay,  Jack 
Hunt on,  George  Powell,  A.  Ayres  and  Mike  Henry,  He 
was  personally  acquainted  with  Jim  Bridgcr,  Buffalo 
Bill  and  other  famous  pioneers. 

With  his  outfit  he  hauled  considerable  material 
from  Ft.  Phil  Kearney  to  Ft.  Fetterman  for  use  in 
construction  of  the  latter  fort  in  1606 . . . 

On  February  3>  1£>75>  be  married  Kittie  E„  Davis 
of  Pompey,  N.  Y. ,  who  went  west  with  him.  They  locat¬ 
ed  on  Chugwater  Creek  in  Southeastern  Wyoming  where 
their  residence  was  brief  on  account  of  danger  from 
hostile  Indians,. 

I11  the  fall  of  1675  they  moved  to  Fairfax,  Ho. 
where  they  lived  until  Dec.  1663,  when  they  moved  to 
Ava,  Ho.,  where  they  spent  their  remaining  days.

-Biography  Of  Spencer  Adelbert  Bishop- 
(By  Loren  C.  Bishop) 

Spencer  Adelbert  Bishop,  son  of  Art ecus  Clark 
and  Matilda  Hanchett  Bishop,  born  in  Ohio,  August 
12,  1652,  moved  with  his  parents  to  Lajfayette,  N*  Y. 
when  four  years  of  age.  He  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  and  taught  one  tern  on  the  West  Hill  near 
Lafayette*  He  served  a  four  year  apprenticeship  at 
the  carpenter  trade  and  at  the  age  of  22  the  lure  of 
the  West  got  the  better  of  him  and  he  came  to  Wyoming 
in  the  spring  of  1674  and  entered  the  employ  of  his 
brother  Alfred  as  a  bull  whacker*  Later  he 'worked 
for  George  Powell  in  the  same  capacity,  and  also  as 
ranch  foreman  and  overseer  of  work  on  contracts  for 
delivery  of  hay  to  the  government  at  Fort  Fetterman 
from  the  hay  reserve  on  Deer  Creek. 

At  that  time  the  nearest  railroad  point  from 
Fetterman  was  Rock  Creek  on  the  Union  Pacific,  a 
distance  of  120  miles,  and  all  food  commodities  were 
high.  Bacon  or  side  pork  of  very  poor  quality,  called 
"sow  belly"  by^ the  bull  whackers,  sold  at  |l„00  per 
pound,  and  flour  at  50  cents  per  pound.  Later  he 
bought  an  outfit  and  did  freighting  for  the  government 
and  others  on  his  own  account. 

He  had  a  good  memory  and  told  some  very  interest¬ 
ing  experiences  of  the  pioneer  days,.  He  told  of  one 
instance  when  the  bull  outfit  was  attacked  by  the 
Indians.  When  all  had  run  for  their  rifles  and  cover, 
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the  little  Irish  cook  picked  up  the  poke  stick  (a 
green  sapling  used  for  lifting  kettles  from  the  fire, 
and  for  a  poker)  and  shouldered  it,  marching  back 
and  forth  in  front  of  the  camp,  assuring  the  boys 
that  he  would  protect  them.  He  said  that  ox  yokes 
were  often  used  to  lay  behind  for  protection  from 
rifle  bullets  and  arrows,,  (only  a  few  of  the  Indians 
used  the  bow  and  arrows  at  that  time. ) 

One  time  he  traded  rifles  with  an  Indian  who  had 
a  new  Springfield  4 with  the  tip  either  broken  or 
worn  from  the  end  of  the  firing  pin.  The  rifle  he 
traded  was  an  old  one  nearly  worn  out,  but  in  good 
repair.  Later  he  met  the  Indian  who  gave  him  the 
laugh,  saying,  3/our  gun  snip,  snip,  snip.  Whereupon 
father  handed  him  the  rifle  which  he  had  repaired 
and  asked  him  to  try  it*  Much  to  the  astonishment,  of 
the  Indian  it  fired  the  first  time.  Father  was  a 
crack  shot  with  a  rifle  and  prided  himself  on  seldom 
missing  a  shot  at  game. 

He  was  personally  acquainted  with  such  characters 
as  Wild  Bill  (Hickock),  Pawnee  Bill  and  Buffalo  Bill 
(Cody),  He  said  the  latter  was  a  coward  at  heart  a.nd 
one  who  was  ever  seeking  publicity. 

The  year  1&S2,  which  was  prior  to  the  public  land 
survey  in  this  section,  he  secured  for  {75*00  a  squat¬ 
ters  right  from  a  squaw  man  who  had  settled  on  LaPrele 
Creek,  about  eight  miles  from  Fort  Fetterman,  This 
gave  him  a  prior  right  of  entry  and  when  the  surveys 
were  finally  made  he  filed  a  homestead  claim,  a  desert 
claim  and  a  preemption  entry  on  4S0  acres.  He  entered 
into  a  partnership  Y/ith  Henry  (Hank)  Kellogg  who  filed 
on  other  lands  joining,  and  to-gether  they  developed 
one  of  the  fine  ranch  properties  of  this  section.

Charles  and  his  wife,  in  the  same  envelope,  was  the 
last  word  that  was  received  from  him. 


Bidwcll  (Calif)  Oct.  29 "59 


My  Dear  Son  (Charles) 

I  have  not  received  a  line  from  you  since  the 
one  that  you  wrote  in  March,  and  it  came  to  hand  in 
May,  I  have  wrote  three  and  sent  them  across  tho 
plains  by  men  who  said  they  were  going  to  Iowa  and 
would  give  them  to  you  or  mail  them  so  you  could  get 
them®  They  may  have  gone  to  Pikes  peak  or  got  worn 
out  or  you  would  have  received  and  answered  them.  I 
shall  send  this  the  usual  rout  and  1  expect  you  will 
get  it  as  soon  as  you  would  any  other  way  and  perhaps 
sooner, 

I  hope  you  are  fixing  to  cross  the  Plains  and  I 
want  you  to  come  and  no  mistake.  If  you  could  have 
started  this  season  you  would  had  a  good  time  and 
plenty  of  company  as  they  have  flocked  in  by  the 
thousands.  The  main  point  is  to  get  an  early  start 
in  the  spring  from  the  Missouri  River.  I  have  seen 
Griffin  Horton,,  He  says  Iowa  is  a  Poor,  cold  place 
and  I  think  so  too. 

He  seems  satisfied  with  the  country  and  says  the 
best  team  to  start  with  is  young  cattle  three 
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or  four  years  old.  It  makes  no  difference  steers 
or  heifers  work  equal  in  crossing  the  Plains  and  of 
the  two  heifers  have  the  preference.  The  main  point 
is  to  have  light  quick  stock  to  travel  easy.  Bring 
nothing  except  what  you  want  on  the  road,  as  there 
is  enough  of  everything  here.  Tell  brother  Bill  to 
make  up  and  come  along  and  try  his  luck  again  and 
come  what  is  called  the  Honey  Lake  Rout.  We  are  up 
to  our  eyes  in  peaches  and  grapes  and  fruit  of  all 
kinds  and  flour  is  cheaper  here  than  in  Iowa. 
Emigrant  stock  is  low  but  beef  cattle  bring  a  good 
price . 

There  is  a  drove  two  miles  from  here  of  nine 
hundred  head  that  came  in  from  Salt  Lake  all  beef 
cattle,  1  want  you  to  write  me  what  your  prospects 
are  of  coming  next  season  and  what  you  must  have  to 
help  you  through.  The  reason  I  have  not  sent  you 
some  money  is  this:  I  have  laid  out  every  dollar 
on  my  toll  house  and  got  in  debt  myself  and  have  had 
as  much  as  I  could  manage  to  keep  along  till  it  be¬ 
gan  to  pay.  I  will  send  you  some  in  my  next  letter 
if  it  is  only  a  few  dollars.  I  shall  write  a  few 
lines  to  Mother  and  the  Little  Ones  and  close  by 
giving  you  and  Family  my  Bist  Wishes  for  health  and 
happiness. 

Take  good  care  of  the  Boys  and  tell  all  your 
Brother-inLaws,  Dads  Well.

My  Dear  Wife,  I  hardly  know  what  to  say  to 
you  but  as  there  is  room  to  write  a  few  lines  I 
will  tell  you  I  have  not  forgotten  you  and  the 
little  one 5 s  I  left  with  you. 

Mary  and  Lydia  wrote  me  a  few  lines  and  it 
made  tears  come  in  my  eyes  to  think  I  have  been  so 
long  from  them,  but  I  hope-  to  see  you  all  before 
long.  I  want  you  to  write  and  the  girls  too  and 
often,  it  makes  no  difference  if  you  don*t  get  a 
letter  from  me  every  month,  I  want  you  and  the  girls 
to  write  every  mail  as  It  will  improve  them  and 
their  hand  writing.

You  must  kiss  all  them  Grand  Babies  for  me, 
and  if  you  can  numerate  them  you  can  do  better  than 
I  can.  X  will  close  by  saying  I  am  well  and  hope 
this  will  find  you  the  same.

John  S.  Bishop,  son  of  John  and  Eleanor  Rum- 
rill  Bishop  was  born  in  the  Township  of  Oswego, 

New  York,  December  15,  1839.  His  childhood  days 
were  spent  on  "The  Homestead  Farm",  from  which  he 
attended  district  shcool,  and  later  the  Academy  at 
Mexico,  N.  Y„ 

On  September  16,  l86l  he  enlisted  for  service 
in  the  Civil  War  in  Company  "G"  of  the  Slst  Regiment 
of  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry  commanded  by  Colonel 
Rose.  His  Company  Commander  ivas  Captain  Thompson* 

The  Regiment  was  held  at  Fort  Ontario,  Oswego,  N.  Y. , 
until  January  20,  1662  when  it  was  moved  to  Albany 
and  then  to  New  York  City  on  February  21st,  and  on 
March  5th  to  ’Washington  D.  C. ,  where  they  were  in 
camp  for  20  days.  On  March  2oth  they  marched  to 
Alexandria,  Va. ,  where  they  embarked  for  Fortress 
Monroe,  Va. ,  arriving  there  April  1st,  1862,  where 
they  became  a  part  of  General  McClelland's  army. 


From  this  point  they  moved  by  boat  to  White 
House  Landing  on  the  James  River,  and  from  there 
moved  on  to  Richmond, 

While  not  actively  engaged  in  the  battle  of 
Yorktown,  they  were  where  they  could  witness  it. 

One  day  while  with  the  sharp  shooters  in  the  rifle 
pits  at  Yorktown  he  looked  through  a  port  hole  and 
saw  a  puff  of  smoke  from  the  Rebel  works,  he  ducked 
his  head  and  a  bullet  came  through  the  hole  Lind 
struck  in  a  pile  of  beef  hides  inside  our  works. 

He  recovered  the  bullet  which  is  now  in  possession 
of  his  son,  Edward  S.  Bishop  of  Oswego,  IT.  Y. 

The  Regiment  moved  up  the  Peninsula  and  on 
May  31?  1S62  while  cooking  their  dinner  in  a  clear¬ 
ing  beside  the  road  the  Rebjs  opened  fire  on  them 
from  the  woods  on  both  sides.  John  S.  Bishop  was 
wounded  by  a  bullet  in  the  hip  from  the  first  volley 
after  which  he  was  able  to  walk  back  two  miles  to 
Savage  Station* 

By  the  time  he  arrived  there  the  wounded  were 
coming  in  so  fast,  and  there  were  so  few  surgeons 
that  they  were  unable  to  give  him  attention  before 
the  next  morning.  The  next  night  a  terrible  rain 
storm  came  up  and  he  was  obliged  to  lay  out  in  it 
all  night  without  a  blanket,  hie  own  having  been 
lost  in  the  battle.  The  next  morning  his  leg  was 
so  badly  swollen  that  the  surgeons  were  not  able 
to  extract  the  bullet „  Gangrene  set  in  after  he 
entered  the  Military  Hospital  at  New  Port  News, 
near  Fortress  Monroe,  and  he  was  discharged  and 
sent  home  September  29,  1S62,  He  was  carried  on  a 
stretcher  from  the  hospital  to  the  boat  that  carried 
him  to  the  train  for  Oswego.  A  telegram  had  been 
sent  from  New  York  City  informing  his  people  of  his 
expected  arrival.  His  mother  met  the  train  at  Fulton 
N.  Y. ,  and  passed  through  looking  for  him,  but  he 
was  so  changed  that  she  did  not  recognize  him.  He 
knew  her  and  called  "Mother",  then  she  recognized 
him. 

When  he  left  the  hospital  they  did  not  expect 
he  would  live  until  he  reached  home;  but  home  is  a 
great  stimulant,  and  with  a  loving  mother  to  nurse 
him  he  recovered  his  health. 

The  bullet  that  was  removed  from  his  hip  is  in 
possession  of  his  son,  Edward  S.  Bishop  of  Oswego. 

After  his  recovery  he  started  a  milk  business 
which  he  conducted  until  IS76,  when  he  returned  to 
the  Old  Farm,  where  he  spent  his  remaining  years.

They  arrived  in  Honolulu  April  27,  1623 
after  a  passage  of  156  days.

Extracts  from  the  journal  of  Artemas  Bishop  and  his 
wife,  Elizabeth,  which  was  kept  during  their  first 
years  in  Hawaii*  IS23-IS25. 

Tour  to  Hido  Wed.  Dec.  l4-,  1625.  Sailed  this  morn¬ 
ing  in  a  double  canoe  for  Towaihae  in  company  with  Puna, 
a  young  man  of  hopeful  piety,  and  5  others  to  carry  our 
baggage  across  the  country.  Arrived  at  Kiholo  about  25 
miles  at  11  A.M.  Went  ashore  and  dined  with  the  chiefs 
of  the  place,  Purikoriko,  a  daughter  of  the  late  Tam- 
chameha,  and  Milika,  her  husband.  After  dinner  had  some 
interesting  conversation  on  religious  subjects,  and  wrote 
a  prayer  for  the  use  of  Milika  at  his  request.  At  our 
departure  was  presented  with  4-0  fish  from  the  pond  at 
this  place.  At  2  P.M,  got  under  way  and  arrived  at 
Towaihae  at  sunset,  a  distance  of  4-0  miles  from  Kairua. 
Spent  the  evening  with  Mr.  Young.  This  gentleman  is 
nearly  60  years^of  a.ge  and  has  resided  on  this  island 
for  4-0  years.  He  is  an  Englishman  by  birth,  but  followed 
the  seas  for  several  years  out  of  Philadelphia.  Was  in 
the  confidence  of  his  employers  and  expected  to  be  raised 
soon  to  the  command  of  a  vessel.  His  last  voyage  was  in 
a  ship  trading  to  the  N.W.  coast  of  America  and  from 
thence  to  Canton.  On  her  return  from  the  N.W.  orders  had 
been  given  to  meet  her  tender,  a  small  schooner,  at  this 
island  where  they  were  to  touch  for  refreshments.  The 
tender  arrived  first,  and  was  immediately  seized  by  the 
natives  and  the  crew  all  massacred  except  Isaac  Davis. 
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Upon  the  arrival  of  the  ship  the  schooner  was  con¬ 
cealed  to  avoid  detection.  After  trading  with  the 
natives  awhile  Mr.  Young  obtained  liberty  to  go  ashore 
and  spend  the  day  in  viewing  the  country.  But  unexpect¬ 
edly  meeting  with  Isaac  Davis  he  learned  the  fate  of  the 
schooner  and  crew.  At  night  when  he  sought  an  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  return  on  board  he  found  every  canoe  prohibited 
from  any  further  intercourse  with  the  ship.  In  this  dis¬ 
tressed  condition  he  had  the  pain  to  witness  the  ship  for 
three  days  successively  to  stand  close  in  shore  after  him. 

On  the  third  day  she  was  observed  to  come  nigher  in  than 
usual )  when  Mr.  Young  made  every  attempt  possible  to  pro¬ 
cure  means  of  returning  but  in  vain.  The  ship  then  fired 
again  and  standing  about  set  her  studding  sails  to  the 
breeze  was  soon  out  of  sight;  and  he  saw  her  no  more. 

Young  and  Davis  wandered  from  place  to  place  for  several 
years  dressed  in  the  native  habit  until  at  the  suggestion 
of  Capt.  Vancouver,  Tamehameha,  gave  them  land.  For  Mr. 

Y'-s  signal  services  to  the  King  in  his  wars  he  made  him 
a  chief  and  gave  him  his  niece  Kaoaneha  in  marriage.  This 
woman  is  still  living  with  him  and  ha.s  a  large  family  of 
children  most  of  whom  have  grown  up.  The  above  particulars 
T  have  just  received  from  his  mouth* 

dabbath  12$,  In  the  evening  during  conversation  I  learn¬ 
ed  some  of  the  traditions  concerning  this  valley  which  not 
a  little  diverted  ray  mind.  As  tradition  reports  it  was 
originally  the  residence  of  Oakea  and  Opapa,  the  God  and 
Goddess  who  made  Hawaii  and  all  the  others  of  this  group 
of  island.  'The  story  relates  that  they  were  produced  after 
the  ordinary  manner  of  generation,  in  the  order  in  which 
they  stand  to  each  other,  viz.  Hawaii,  the  elder  sister, 
Maui,  the  second  and  so  of  the  rest  in  order.  After 
Opapa  had  brought  forth  the  islands,  men  were  then  created 
in  the  same  manner,  she  also  being  the  mother  of  men.  The 
first  man  that  was  made  stood  erect  indeed,  but  with 
jointless  arms  connected  to  his  body  by  a  web  of  skin,  and 
legs  joined  together  in  the  same  manner.  Mawi,  another 
diety,  angry  at. this  motionless  statue,  took  him  and  broke 
his  legs  at  the  ankle  and  knee,  and  tearing  the  arms  from 
the  web  that  connected  them  to  his  body,  broke  them  at  the 
elbow  and  shoulder. 

But  as  yet  he  had  neither  fingers  or  toes.  Hunger 
impelled  him  to  seek  for  food  in  the  mountains  where  his 
Coes  were  cut  out  by  the  brambles  in  climbing,  amid  his 
fingers  were  also  formed  by  the  sharp  splinters  of  the 
bamboo  while  searching  with  his  arms  for  food  in  the 
ground* ^  By  these- fortuitous  circumstances  the  human  frame 
was  perfected,  and  though  however  we  may  be  disposed  to 
smile  at  these  fables,  once  taught  in  Hawaii  concerning 
the  origin  of  man,  it  raa.y  not  perhaps  appear  more  ridicu¬ 
lous  than  the  vagaries  of  some  called  philosophers, who 
rejecting  the  light  of  revelation,  have  attempted  to  account 
tor  the  present  perfection  of  the  human  species  according 
°p  fancies  of  their  own  brain.  By  it  we  are  taught  one 
obvious  and  humiliating  lesson,  that  without  the  guide  of 
a  Revelation  to  direct  us  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth, 
man  is  not  only  liable  but  sure  to  be  bewildered  in  a 
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Jan.  5  Started  early  on  our  way.  Had  not  travelled 

many  miles  when  the  stench  of  sulphurous  vapor  indicat¬ 
ed  our  approach  to  the  region  of  the  volcano.  For  many 
miles  before  we  arrived  the  stench  was  very  offensive 
and  at  times  almost  suffocating,  the  wind  blowing  from 
thet  quarter.  Arrived  at  the  crater  about  11  o’clock; 
found  it  much  altered  from  what  it  was  in  the  summer  of 
IS23  when  I  visited  it.  We  came  up  on  the  south  side  in 
order  to  get  to  the  windward  of  the  crater.  The  smoke 
ascended  in  immense  columns  from  a  hundred  furnaces,  and 
completely  obscured  the  sides  on  the  north  and  east  until 
it  was  taken  by  the  wind  and  hurled  away  into  the  air*  I 
was  greatly  surprised  to  find  that  since  the  visit  of  Ld. 
Byron  and  company  in  June,  the  crater  had  been  filled  to 
the  height  of  more  than  4-00  feet  with  fresh  lava.  As  the 
wind  occasionally  blew  away  the  smoke  I  could  discover  an 
immense  no,  of  burning  cones  from  JO  to  100  feet  in  height 
above  the  surface  of  the  surrounding  lava,  whose  interiors 
were  boiling  with  the  greatest  agitation,  like  so  many 
vast  caldrons  and  every  now  and  then  sending  forth  a.  gust 
of  vapor  and  smoke  with  a  great  noise  when  it  would  again 
be  obscured  from  view.  The  distance  from  the  top  where 
we  stood  down  to  the  surface  of  the  burning  lava  was  not 
more  than  2  and  300  feet.  I  ami  told  by  the  natives  that 
this  fresh  lava  will  soon  discharge  itself  toward  the 
sea  through  some  aperture  underground.  This  is  the  usual 
manner  in  which  volcanoes  emit  their  lava  and  it  does  not 
emerge  above  the  surface  for  many  miles  below.  #  #  #  # 

It  had  been  our  intention  to  descend  into  the  volcano  to 
procure  some  fresh  specimens  of  lava  and  sulphur,  but  so 
full  of  smoke  was  the  crater  that  I  deemed  it  unsafe  from 
the  danger  of  suffocating  and  so  abandoned  the  enterprize. 

Dr*  Morse  in  his  Gazetteer  says,  speaking  of  this  is¬ 
land,  that  the  southern  promontory  is  one  vast  field  of 
barren  lava  (I  cannot  quote  the  words,  not  having  the  book 
in  my  possession).  This  is  not  fact.  This  high  promon¬ 
tory  is  a  very  fertile  region  back  to  the  mountain.  But 
what  is  there  written  is  eminently  true  of  the  S.W.n, 
point  for  the  distance  of  JO  miles,  which  is  the  most 
barren  and  inhospitable  part  of  the  island* 

Observations. 

Geological  Structure  of  the  Island.  I  am  now  fully  con¬ 
vinced  that  the  whole  of  this  island  in  the  interior  as 
also  on  its  shore  is  covered  with  lava.  Even  in  those 
parts  where  a  deop  soil  ha.s  been  formed,  cither  by  the 
decomposition  of  lava  and  vegetables  or  by  alluvian,  end 
where  large  forest  trees  are  now  standing  there  are  the 
most  evident  marks  in  the  rocks  underneath  that  they 
have  been  subject  to  intense  heat  in  former  days.  The 
great  part  of  the  interior  of  the  island  between  the 
mountains  is  one  continued  desert  of  black  lava,  produc¬ 
ing  little  else  but  shrub s  end  clumps  of  grass  that  grow 
up  between  the  crevices.  The  N.S. shore  is  the  most  free 
from  volcanic  appearances  of  any  other  part,  yet  even 
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here  the  rocks  that  overhang  the  sea  are  full  of 

dark  cavities  whose  surfaces  give  indication  that  they 
were  once  in  a  state  of  fusion,,  Mr.  Goodrich  in  dig¬ 
ging  a  well  at  Hido  passed  through  a  stratum  of  earth 
to  the  depth  of  ten  feet  when  he  came  upon  a  hed  of 
rock  that  exhibited  precisely  the  same  appearance  that 
are  presented  on  a  bed  of  uncovered  lava.  The  some 
indications  are  everywhere  visible  at  the  bottom  of 
the  ravines  on  the  Northern  Shore.  It  is  not  improbable 
that  at  some  remote  period  of  antiquity  the  whole  island 
was  on  fire  from  the  foundation  to  the  top;  and  there  is 
a  tradition  to  that  effect. 

From  the  journal  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Edwards  Bishop. 

June  2,  1823.  11  o8clock  A.M.  The  funeral  of-  -  -  -  - 
chief.  The  roaring  canon  and  tolling  bell  announces  in 
colemn  tones  that  another  fellow  mortal  is  about  to  be 
committed  to  the  grave.  Kow  fleet  is  this  life;  what 
frail  dying  creatures  we  are.  Cur  habitation  is  in  the 
dust.  Another  year  of  my  mortal  existence  is  forever 
gone.  This  day  completed  my  2o  yea.r.  A  year  which  has 
been  filled  with  events  of  the  utmost  moment  to  me.  The 
Lord  has  brought  me  safely  end  mercifully  in  a  path 
altogether  unknown  to  me.  I  have  heard  his  voice  say¬ 
ing  to  me  Hthis  is  the  way,  walk  thou  in  it,11  and  his 
guiding  hand  has  gone  before  and  his  divine  consolations 
followed  me.

July  4th,  The  day  of  the  celebration  of  American 
Independence*  Here  in  this  far  distant  isle  of  the 
ocean,  this  heathen  country,  we  have  been  permitted  to 
join  in  the  jubilee  of  our  dear  country.  About  40 
Americans  including  the  Mission  family  assembled  in  the 
house  of  worship  at  the  hour  of  11  A«M.  Mr.  Jones 
delivered  a  spirited  oration.  Mr,  Bingham  offered  pray¬ 
ers.  An  ode  written  for  the  occasion  by  a  resident  was 
sung.  Quite  an  assemblage  of  natives  neatly  dressed 
was  present.  The  gentlemen  of  the  Mission  family  joined 
their  countrymen  at  Mr.  Jones*  house  around  the  festive 
board.  The  principal  chiefs  were  present.  Everything- 
was  conducted  with  the  utmost  order  and  propriety.  At 
even  Hr.  Jones  politely  presented  to  the  ladies  of  the 
family  S  beautiful  pineapples,  some  fine  melons,  almonds 
English  and  American  walnuts.  Our  board  is  not  wont 
to  be  crowned  tlius.  Our  hearts  responded  to  the  grate¬ 
ful  acclamations  of  joy  and  praise  which  we  trust  have 
ari sen  from  a  thousand  hearts  in  our  beloved  America. 
Roll  on  these  years  of  peace  and  happiness  and  joy  to 
an  indefinite  period,  and  bring  the  auspicious  era  of 
Christ Es  universal  dominion.  My  happy  country  whose 
soil  I  expect  never  again  to  press,  whose  delightful 
beauties  these  eyes  may  never  more  behold,  oft  do  I 
send  after  thee  thoughts  of  tenderst  interest. 

(She  died  early  in  1G2S  at  Kailua.) 


.November  26,  While  my  dear  friends  have  been 
sitting  by  a  winter’s  fire  I  have  been  gathering 
green  corn,  cucumbers  and  melons.  The  weather  is 
delightfully  pleasant  now,  Ther.  ranges  at-  -  -  — . 
Perhaps  this  is  the  most  salubrious  climate  in  the 
world,  yet  I  shall  ever  think  of  the  return  of  an 
exhilarating  N,  England  winter.  The  continual  ver¬ 
dure  end  luxuriant  vegetation  of  these  isles  cannot 
compensate  for  the  absence  of  that  exhilaration  I 
used  to  feel  from  a  cold  and  wholesome  N.E,windu  Nor 
the  unvaried  covering  of  the  earth,  for  the  beautiful 
snowy  mantles  of  my  native  lend.  The  desire  of  these 
islands  is  the  field  of  usefulness  they  present  to 
the  devoted  laborer  in  Christ’s  vineyard.  Moral  de¬ 
solation  and  ruin  spreads  all  around.  The  fairest  of 
God’s  works  are  blighted  by  sin  and  none  have  hereto¬ 
fore  applied  the  healing  renovating  influences  of  the 
Gospel, 

Jan*  1,  1624-,  This  is  to  us  a  new  year  of  new 
labours,  new  expectations,  new  hopes  o.nd  new  antici¬ 
pations.,  From  the  bosom  of  the  church  in  our  loved 
native  land  we  have  come  out  and  taken  up  our  dwell¬ 
ing  among  the  heathen.  Here  are  we  to  spend  all  our 
future  years  if  health  is  continued.  We  know  little 
of  what  has  been  transacted  on  the  great  theatre  of 
action  during  the  year  that  is  past.

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In  the  biography  of  Sereno  E.  Bishop  by 
Lorrin  A.  Thurston  he  states  in  part: 

In  the  midst  of  this  strenuous  life  the  mission 
children  were  not  suffered  to  fall  below  the  same 
standard  of  activity.  The  same  early  morning  hours 
found  them  at  their  lessons,  and,  under  the  tuition 
of  their  parents,  they  made  such  rapid  progress  that 
at  the  age  of  nine,  the  subject  of  this  sketch  had 
finished  arithmetic  and  progressed  into  algebra;  had 
finished  Blake1 s  Natural  Physiology;  was  studying 
Latin  and  botany;  was  an  adept  speller  and  was  tak¬ 
ing  lessons  in  drawing. 

Owing  to  the  then  lack  of  advanced  schools  in 
Hawaii,  the  earlier  mission  children  were  all  "sent 
home"  around  Cape  Korn,  to  "be  educated. " 

In  accordance  with  this  formula,  Sereno  Bishop 
was  sent  away  in  November,  1239?  when  only  twelve 
years  of  age.  He  graduated  from  Amhurst  College  in 
1246  and  from  Auburn  Theological  Seminary  in  1251 
and  married  Cornelia  A,  Sessions  on  May  Jl,  1252, 

They  celebrated  their  Golden  Wedding  in  Honolulu  in 

1902. ...... . . . . 

While  a  vigorous  theologian,  he  was  not  entirely 
of  the  old  school.  For  example,  he  immediately  accept 
ed  Darwin1  s  theory  of  evolution,  a.t  a  time  when  such 
theory  was  considered  by  the  religious  world  in 
general  to  be  rank  heresy.  Differences  in  denomina** 
tional  creeds  did  not  appeal  to  him.  One  of  his 
standard  positions  was  that*.  "All  the  creed  that  a 
Christian  needs  is  3 1  love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ3." 

Mr.  Bishop  was  of  an  intensely  analytical  and 
logical  nature,  and  a  close  student  both  of  social- 
ogical  questions  and  the  laws  of  nature.  Geology, 
more  particularly  volcanology,  especially  interested 
him. 


An  amusing  incident  grew  out  of  an  article  pub¬ 
lished  by  him,  in  1901,  dealing  with  Diamond  Head, 
Punchbowl,  and  other  tufa  craters  in  the  vicinity  of 
Honolulu,  in  which  he  gave  an  estimate  in  round 
numbers  of  their  respective  ages.  Some  time  later  a 
ma-li-hi-ni  asked  a  ka-ma-ai-na  how  long  ago  Diamond 
Head  was  an  active  volcano*  "Just  20,002  years  ago," 
was  the  prompt  reply.  "How  do  you  arrive  at  that 
exact  figure?"  "'Why,  just  eight  years  ago  Sereno 
Bishop  said  it  was  20,000  years  old;  therefore,  it 
must  now  be  20,006  years  old," 
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in  illustration  of  his  breadth  of  learning  and 
wide  information,  a  book  canvasser  called  at  the 
house  one  day  and  expatiated  upon  the  value  of  an 
encyclopedia  which  he  represented.  A  little  grand 
daughter  listened  to  the  talk  and  finally  broke  in 
with  the  remark:  "We  don't  need  that  book  when  we 
want  to  know  anything  we  ask  grandpa. " 

In  1227 >  Mr.  Bishop  assumed  the  editorship  of 
the  "Friend,  11  a  monthly  journal,  founded  in  Honolulu 
in  1243,  11  the  oldest  publication  west  of  the  Rocky 
mountains.  11  This  connection  continued  until  May 
1902 . 

In  1296  his  alma  mater,  Amhurat  College,  con¬ 
ferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity, 
in  recognition  of  his  literary  and  scientific  attain¬ 
ments, 

Sereno  E.  Bishop  was  one  of  those  of  whom  it  is 
true,  that  "the  world  is  wiser  and  better  by  reason 
of  his  having  lived  in  it."

Ship  Wrn.  Lee  At  Sea, November  4th  lo39 

Lat.  lb°  1’  N,  Long, 

My  Dear  Parents. 

I  have  just  about  recovered  from  Sea  Sickness, 
although  I  do  not  feel  very  smart.  We  did  not  lose 
sight  of  Hawaii  till  Friday  afternoon  when  a  heavy 
wind  sprang  up  and  carried  us  away;  It  has  been 
very  rough  &  windy  ever  since  till  today;  the  gale 
has  gone  down  although  the  weather  is  very  unsettled 
yet  and  probably  will  be  till  the  moon  changes. 

On  Friday  morning  while  sailing  with  a  very 
light  breeze  we  saw  a  ship;  about  noon  she  came 
near  us  enough  to  distinguish  her  signals;  she  prov¬ 
ed  to  be  the  Chas.  Frederick  of  New  Bedford, 

On  Saturday  the  weather  was  very  bad;  Frequent 
showers;  in  the  afternoon  the  carpenter  who  was 
dipping  up  water  fell  overboard  by  the  giving  way  of 
a  rail;  the  second  mate  saw  it  and  threw  a  rope  over 
the  stern  which  he  caught  before  he  passed  and  soon 
got  on  board  again. 

Wednesday  6th  Lat.  l4°  11 1  N„ 

We  had  a  fresh  breeze  this  morning  but  at  9 
o’clock  we  were  becalmed  and  remained  so  till  4  P,  M. 
when  we  moved  on  again.  I  took  up  my  lessons  today, 
began  with  latin  but  not  being  able  to  give  the 
reasons  for  some  things  I  took  a  lesson  in  English 
Grammar „ 

Thursday  Lat,  12°  54 !  N» 

There  have  been  no  incidents  today  worth  men¬ 
tioning  -  rather  rainy  and  squally  1  got  about  4 
lines  of  Latin  as  Hr,  Vandazee  made  me  find  the 
reasons  to  every  word  and  give  every  rule 
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Saturday  S’  1:h  Lat.  unknown 

The  weather  has  been  very  rainy  and  squally 
yesterday  and  today.  I  was  very  seasick  yester¬ 
day  go  much  so  that  I  got  no  lessons,.  The  week 
has  passed  away  very  rapidly-  0!  how  I  should  like 
to  he  at  home  again  -  or  on  land  at  leasts 

Tuesday  No/.  19th  Lai,  2°  51 3  N. 

Things  have  gone  on  very  well  since  yester¬ 
day  We  have  had  a,  good  breeze,  and  have  made  con¬ 
siderable  progress.  We  hope  to  get  to  the  Equator 
by  tomorrow  night  the  new  main-topsail  was  bent 
this  afternoon  I  began  to  sow  on  my  shirt  today  I 
finished  hemming  the  bottom  around, 

I  think  very  often  of  the  home  which  I  have 
left  and  of  you,  my  dear  parents,  I  find  there  is 
no  place  that  is  so  pleasant  as  home.  Although  Hr, 
and  Mrs.  Vandazee  are  very  kind;  and  so  are  the 
captain  and  officers,  but  there  are  a  great  many 
enjoyments  which  cannot  be  had  on  board  of  a  vessel, 

I  miss  the  cool,  sweet  water  I  used  to  have  and  the 
milk  as  well  as  the  fresh  vegetables,  1  long  very 
much  to  reach  the  Society  Islands  where  I  can  get 
those  things  again, 

7/ednesday  20th  Lat  at  5  M.  0°  0" 

It  has  been  very  pleasant  day;  v/e  have  carried 
top-gallant  sails  all  day,  this  morning  a  shoal  of 
skipjacks  came  along- side  some  of  the  sailors  tried 
to  catchthem  but  did  not  succeed.  We  had  a  baked 
pig  for  dinner  of  which  1  ate  most  too  heartily  for 
it  affected  me  rather  unpleasantly.  After  dinner 
a  man  at  the  mast  head  called  out  "There  she  blows 
about  2  points  away  upon  the  larboard  bow  Capt.  H 
took:  his  glass  and  ran  up  aloft  he  had  got  about 
half  way  up  when  the  man  said  11  It  is  not  a  sperm 
whale  Capt,"  ^What  does  it  look  like.”  "A  fin¬ 
back,  Sir* !S  and  that  was  the  end  of  it;  This  after¬ 
noon  as  Mr*  Wyer  (apassenger)  was  talking  with  the 
first  mate,  he  suddenly  jumped  up  and  sung  out,  "QJ 
the  porpoises!  the  porpoises*  now  we'll  have  some 
fresh  meat,  ;?  They  all  sprang  forward  on  the  bowsprit/ 
there  they  were  jumping  up  all  around,  the  harpoons 
were  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  but  by  the  time 
they  were  fairly  ready  the  porpoises  all  sheared  off 
the  windward  so  we  lost  them. 

Thursday  21st  Lat  5°  N,  Lon*  152°  24*  W 

On  taking  the  Latitude  today  it  was  found  that 
yesterdays  calculation  was  sixty  minutes  out  of  the 
way  so  that  v/e  crossed  the  line  today  instead  of 
yesterday  A  large  shoal  of  black-fish  came  about 
the  ship  about  10  A»  M.  a  boat  was  sent  to  try  to 
catch  one  but  after  being  out  a  few  minutes,  they 
came  back  reporting  them  to  be  the  wrong  kinde 
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Mr 3 «  Vandazee  has  done  a  large  washing  today 
and  in  only  two  buckets  of  water  she  said  it  was 
the  largest  she  had  done  since  she  came  from 
America,, 

Friday  22d  Lat  6°  9*  S. 

the  weather  has  been  very  pleasant >  although 
it  has  been  hot  the  ship  is  headed  nearly  South 
A  large  centipede  was  found  this  afternoon 
in  some  potatoes  we  caught  it  and  put  it  in 
spirits 

Saturday  23d.  Lat  2°  178  Lon  155° 

The  weather  has  been  very  clear  and  pleasant 
today  Out  course  has  been  S.  S.  E.  but  there  has 
been  a  strong  westerly  current  so  that  we  have 
gone  a  long  distance  out  of  the  way.  "Kq  shall  not 
probably  be  able  to  reach  Eimeo  unless  the  current 
ceases  It  will  be  quite  a  disappointment  if  we  do 
note. 

Sunday  24th  Lat  3°  2*M  Lon  156° 

Very  much  the  same  as  yesterday  except  that 
our  course  has  been  two  points  more  easterly  we 
hope  to  see  Starbuck’s  Island  by  tomorrow,  I  got 
besides  my  daily  verses  seven  in  the  first  chapter 
of  Mark,  a  booby  alighted  this  evening  on  the 
stern  and  went  to  sleep  so  a  man  went  out  and 
caught  her. 

Thursday  23th  Lat.  6°  23 !  Lon.  155°  3’ 

We  arc  now  going  S.  E.  but  there  appears  to 
be  a  current  against  us.  Very  few  incidents  have 
happened  today.  Hr.  Vandazee  has  taken  4-  scholars 
viz.  the  cabin  boy,  Trip,  the  captain’s  boat  steer- 
er,  Pcet,  the  second  mate’s  boat  steercr,  together 
with  Hazard,  one  of  the  sailors  they  arc  all  of 
them  pretty  smart  scholars 

I  suppose  you  will  wish  to  hear  some  account 
of  the  ship  she  has  two  small  cabins  in  the  after 
one  of  which  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Vandazee  and  myself  stay 
it  is  quite  airy  although  the  bottom  is  not  more 
than  five  feet  wide  the  rest  of  the  space  being 
occupied  by  the  transom.  There  are  but  two  mates 
Mr.  Brown  and  Mr.  Sheffield  the  latter  './as  the  one 
whom  you  saw  by  the  boat  at  the  time  you  bought 
the  oranges  for  me.  he  is  religiously  disposed. 

Wednesday  25th.  This  is  Christmas  day  ‘We  have  had 
a  very  pleasant  visit  at  Eimeo  where  we  arrived  on 
Saturday  the  l4th.  Wc  went  of  shore  in  the  after¬ 
noon  to  service  and  spent  the  rest  of  the  day  at 
Hr.  Simpson’s  where  we  have  lived  altogether  dur¬ 
ing  our  stay  at  Eimeo  There  is  another  missionary 
at  the  same  place  whose  name  is  Blossom  and  a  Mr. 
Howe  lives  on  the  other  side  of  the  island.  Mr.

Simpson  keeps  a  boarding  school  for  the  mission¬ 
aries4  children  at  the  islands  from  7  to  l4-  years 
of  age  besides  three  others  who  are  the  children 
of  the  residents. 

They  were  about  as  well  behaved  as  most  of 
the  Missionaries*  children  at  the  Sandwich  Islands 
and  as  forward  in  their  studies  as  those  at  Honolulu, 
Mrs,  Simpson  has  Miss  Harriet  Platt  to  assist  her 
about  the  household,  work  she  is  a  young  lady  of  about 
13  years  old  rather  polished,  in  her  manners,  Eirneo 
is  the  most  beautiful  place  I  ever  saw  but  is  Intoler¬ 
ably  hot.  Mr,  and  Mrs*  Simpson  have  been  very*"  Kina 
to  us"  during  the  time  we  have  been  here  We  came  away 
yesterday  morning  and  are  now  oat  of  Sight  of  land, 

Thursday  26th  Lat  20°  Su 

It  has  been  very  pleasant  weather  today  we 
have  had  a  fresh  breeze  to  carry  us  ahead,  A  little 
pigeon  that  Mrs*  Vandazee  brought  from  Eirneo  for  a 
pet  flew  overboard*  We  are  very  sorry  for  it,  a 
black  fish  was  seen  this  evening  near  the  ship.  The 
men  have  been  employed  today  in  painting  the  cable,

The 
large  calf  we  Brought  from  Eirneo  was  butchered  this 
afternoon  we  all  ate  a  hearty  supper  out  of  him  con¬ 
sidering  that  it  is  the  last  meal  we  shall  have  this 
year!

Wednesday 

This  is  new  years  day,  and  a  pleasant  day  it 
is;  we  are  going  before  the  wind,  with  studding 
sails  out  on  both  sides  for  the  first  tine  since 
leaving  the  Sandwich  Islands.  Mr.  Vandazec  has 
been  making  trunks  today.  We  have  nearly  finish¬ 
ed  the  calf  which  was  killed  yesterday. 

Thursday  30th  Lat  57°  15’  Lon  32°  29'  1511 
light  winds  from  Ih  Th  to  E,  N»  E.  We  are 
past  the  latitude  of  Cape  Horn  with  a  head  wind. 
This  morning  an  Island  of  Ice  was  seen  on  the 
weather  beam  it  could  just  be  seen  above  the 
horizon.  It  was  supposed  to  be  a  sail  when  first 
seen  but  on  viewing  it  with  a  glass  it’s  real 
nature  was  ascertained 

February  Jt'n.  Io4o.  Lat  3*  Lon  59°  29* 

Today  is  the  12th  anniversary  of  my  birth¬ 
day.  I  have  not  improved  the  last  year  as  I 
ought  to  have ’done. 

The  ship  we  saw  went  out  of  sight  with  the 
night*  they  have  been  trying  out  the  blubber 
today. 

Monday  feby  17th  Lat  4-6°  313  S.  Lon.  46°  23'  W* 
A  porpoise  was  caught  yesterday  although  it 
was  Sunday.  It  was  the  first  that  has  been  caught 
although  nearly  a  dozen  have  been  killed,  the 
meat  was  very  nice  and  fine  flavored,  I  wish  it 
had  been  caught  some  other  day  however  the  nose 
was  very  similar  to  a  hog*s  snout  there  are  103 
teeth 

The  wind  has  been  very  favorable  today,  wc 
have  been  racing  like  a  horse.  We  had  some  pan¬ 
cakes  this  morning  made  of  porpoises  Brains  and 
flour  they  were  pretty  good  although  rather 
heavy,  another  shoal  of  porpoises  came  along 
side  today  -one  was  struck  and  slipped  from  the 
iron 

Sat.  22d  Lat.  36°  6« 

Today  has  been  a  beautiful  day  it  is  growing 
quite  warn  I  have  thrown  off  the  thick  trousers, 
thick  stockings  cap  and  vest  and  have  put  on 
thinner  clothes. 
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Mr  Ve  bought  of  Anderson  today  a  pair  of 
whale's  teeth  they  are  the  largest  that  I  ever 
saw.  Anderson  has  a  number  of  then  which  he  has 
scraped  off  clean  and  cut  off  the  bottoms  so  that 
they  will  stand  up  straight  he  is  going  to  carry 
them  home  to  be  carved  Mr  V.  is  going  to  use  his 
for  a  small  bureau  which  is  to  be  made  of  bone. 

Trip  finished  his  box  to  which  he  made  the  lock 
and  hinges  the  lock  is  of  copper  and  is  done 
very  neatly  the  bolt  and  key  arc  of  brass  Copt  H, 
is  to  work  on  a  concern  which  is  principally  a 
desk  and  I  am  making  a  small  ship  Mrs,  Vanduzee 
turned  today  and  made  some  pumpkin  pies.  they 
were  very  nice  indeed,  especially  considering 
that  there  was  no  milk  in  them.  .  they  have  been 
scouring  and  grinding  up  the  irons  and  preparing 
for  whales;  the  mast  head  has  been  manned  today: 

I  overhauled  my  chest  this  afternoon*  found  my 
clean  clothes  to  amount  to  5  shirts,  6  jackets, 

7  trousers,  £>  pillowcases,  9  sheets  12  -pocket 
handkerchiefs  &  20  towels.  We  ate  the  last  of 
our  potatoes  this  morning;  there  are  some  yam 
and  pumpkins  left  and  a  barrel  of  potatoes  which 
were  put  up  in  earth 

Monday  Feby  24th  Lat,  35°  28  s  Lon.  39°  35 1 
Today  has  been  very  pleasant  wind  ahead  they 
have  been  spinning  rope  yarn  today,  The  forward 
cabin  was  scrubbed  out  today 

Sunday  March  1st  Lat,  29°  4*  Lon.  31°  47'  30" 
Very  pleasant  weather  wind  to  the  IT.  &  E. 
wore  ship  at  12  two  sails  passed  in  the  morning 
to  the  weather  of  us 

Monday  9th  Lat  24°  55* 

A  very  fair  wind  today  although  not  so  fresh 
as  yesterday  going  from  6  to  7  knot  per  hour 
This  evening  we  must  have  crossed  the  Tropic  of 
Cap  ricorn 

Wednesday  11th  Lat  21°  22* 

the  man  at  the  masthead  sung  out  at  half  past 

II  A.  M.  "Land  Ho" ' it  was  Trinidad  5^  miles  distant 
we  sailed  towards  it,  by  dark  we  were  about  20 
miles  from  it;  a  heavy  surf  breaks  all  around  it 
so  as  to  render  it  inaccessible,  it  is  very  rugged 
and  barren 

Monday  March  23d  Lat  5°  2S* 

The  boats  and  launch  arrived  at  the  ship  at 
&  P.  M.  bringing  a  great  supply  of  refreshments y 
among  which  were  potatoes,  codfish,  Indian  meal, 
rice,  dried  figs,  cakes,  oranges,  water  melons, 


peas,  onions,  and  fowls,  Mr,,  V.  got  part,  viz* 
meal,  rice,  figs  &  cakes  as  private  stock  of  which 
I  paid^one  third*  I  got  fifty  oranges  for  $0.25 
about  6  or  700  came  on  board.  He  set  sail  on  Sun¬ 
day  Morning  and  are  now  past  Cape  St.  Roque  and  out 
of  sight  of  land. 

Sunday  29th  Lat  3°  3^ 1 

Has  been  very  pleasant.  Trip  caught  2  por¬ 
poises  although  it  was  Sunday  They  arc  the  first 
we  have  seen  for  a  long  time  and  arc  different 
from  those  in  south  latitude 

Tuesday  31s-t 

It  has  been  raining  most  of  the  day  Hr.  V, 
found  some  naps  and  engravings  today  which  he 
brought  from  Bahai ngluna  and  had  missed  them  25 
maps  were  not  painted  which  he  gave  me  to  do  I 
have  done  2  today,  he  pays  me  for  doing  it  by 
giving  me  specimens  of  the  different  engravings 

Wednesday  April  1st  Lat  9°  14’1  IT-  Lon  4g°  71 
He  hope  to  have  been  so.fely  brought  up  at 
Newport  by  this  time,  but  here  we  arc  within  a 
month’s  sail  of  it.  Never  mind  however  we  cannot 
help  it  The  fore  topsail  halyard  parted  this 
morning  and  let  the  yard  down;  they  got  a  watch 
tackle  to  bear  on  it  however  till  it  could  be 
repaired,  a  shoal  of  blackfish  was  seen  this  fore¬ 
noon*  I  painted  off  five  maps  today

Pretty  good  weather.  Mr  V*  took  some  of  those 
Chinese  paints  (which  I  let  him  have  sometime  since, 
minus  4  brushes  and  a  bowl  for  a  small  box  of  water 
colors  and  $0.50  to  boot)  and  ground  them  with  oil 
and  Spt’s  Turpentine,  and  painted  the  edges  of 
drawers  to  his  bone  bureau,  they  worked  very  v/ell 
Saw  a  shoal  of  blackfish  this  evening 

Friday  April  3d  Lat  12°  53’  Long.  50° 

7/c  have  had  pretty  strong  breezes  today  and 
a  very  rough  sea  we  have  made  just  2  degrees  of 
Latitude  and  arc  going  now  between  7  and  o  knot 
per  hour  Saw  a  sail  this  afternoon 

Tuesday  l4  Lat  2SC  16 * 

He  Y/ere  becalmed  all  last  night  and  this 
morning.  A  light  wind  sprung  up  this  afternoon 
but  was  ahead  a  great  deal  of  guld  weed  has  passed 
us  today  it  is  in  long  streaks  which  extend  as  far 
as  v/c  can  see  cither  way  they  lie  according  to  the 
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direction  of  the  wind  sometimes  it  is  in  large 
patches  I  could  catch  a  bushel  of  it  in  half 
on  hour  it  has  numbers  of  minute  shells  in  it 
which  we  get  out  by  letting  it  wilt  and  shaking 
it  there  are  also  very  small  crabs  and  shrimps 
in  it 

Tuesday  28th  Newport 

T/c  had  a  head  tide  this  morning  till  half 
past  when  we  stood  into  the  river  at  half  past 
ten  dropped  out  anchor  in  Newport  Harbor, 

7/e  had  not  been  anchored  5  minutes  before 
there  were  J>0'  or  4-0  men  and  boys  on  board  most 
of  them  very  fashionably  dressed  we  went  ashore 
in  the  custom  house  officers  boat  and  have  taken 
up  our  quarters  at  a  Mrs  Murrays

When  their  first  child  John,  was 
six  months  old,  grandmother  with  her  baby  in  her 
arms  rode  on  horseback  from  Kinderhook  to  Pompey. 
Later  when  they  moved  to  Oswego  she  rode  by  ox  team. 

Their  home  here  in  Oswego  was  situated  about 
one  half  mile  west  of  the  present  City  Limits  on  a 
hill  over  looking  Lake  Ontario.  A  small  brook  about 
100  yards  from  the  house  is  where  grandmother  used 
to  do  her  washing.  One  day  when  she  was  down  there 
a  band  of  Indians  came  along  by  her  on  their  way  to 
the  village,  which  was  then  a  trading  post.  They 
did  not  harm  her,  but  she  was  badly  frightened. 

Bears  were  quite  common  and  were  often  seen  by  the 
family.  Oswego  Village,  as  it  was  then  called,  had 
just  one  building  where  any  public  meeting  could  be 
held,  the  school  house,  ilo  church  or  pastor.  Some¬ 
times,  but  rarely  a  minister  would  pass  through  on 
sort  of  missionary  tour,  and  then  it  would  be  sounded 
around  that  a  meeting  would  be  held  in  the  school 
house.  Later  l0l6,  on  one  of  his  trips  the  minister 
organized  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  of  which 
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frandfather  and  grandmother  were  charter  members, 
his  church  was  built  on  ground  where  the  West 
Park  now  is,  in  the  City  of  Oswego, 

After  serving  as  a  church  for  several  years 
it  was  hit  by  lightning  in  a  storm,  and  burned  to 
the  ground.  They  then  built  the  church  of  stone 
which  is  standing  to-day,  and  is  yet  known  as  the 
"Old  First  Church. 11 

For  some  time  it  was  a  church  'without  a 
pastor;  however  they  held  services  there  every 
Sabbath,  someone  would  read  a  sermon  from  a  book 
of  sermons,  which  grandfather  brought  with  him 
when  he  came  here® 

In  those  days  there  were  no  roads  to  travel , 
nothing  but  trails,  marked  by  cutting  the  bark  on 
the  trees  through  the  forest.  One  of  their  neigh¬ 
bors,  Mrs,  Vrooman,  who  lived  in  the  forest  about 
one  and  one  half  miles  south  cf  the  Bishop  home, 
visited  grandmother  one  afternoon  and  stayed  so 
late  it  was  nearly  dark  when  she  started  for  home. 

Not  being  able  to  see  the  trail,  she  lost  her  way. 

Her  family  becoming  alarmed  at  her  not  coming, 
started  out  with  lanterns  and  noise  making  implements, 
and  with  the  assistance  of  grandfather  and  the  boys, 
found  her.

Nelson  Spicer  Bishop,  son  of  Sylvanus  and. 

Rachel  Spicer  Bishop  was  born  at  Pompey,  Onondaga 
County,  No  Y. ,  March  16,  1812*  Soon  thereafter  his 
parents  moved  to  Oswego,  N.  Ya 

He  worked  on  his  father’s  farm  and  attended 
District  school  until  the  age  of  X 7  >  when  he  went 
to  LeRoy,  N,  Y„  where  he  learned  the  trade  of  edge-1 
tool  maker. 

Wishing  to  locate  somewhere  in  the  west,  and 
hearing  favorable  reports  from  the  new  to vm  of 
Chicago,  he  started  for  this  point.  He  went  by 
stage  and  boat,  the  only. public  means  of  travel  at 
that  time. 

While  the  steamer  was  15 wooding  up"  at  the  mouth 
of  Black  River,  Lake  Erie,  (now  Loraine)  he  walked 
up  the  shore  and  took  a  swim  in  the  Lake,  then  dress¬ 
ed  and  walked  leisurely  back  to  the  boat,  where  he 
discovered  that  his  pocket-book  containing  all  his 
money  was  missing.  He  immediately  returned  to  where 
his  clothes  had  lain,  found  the  missing  pocket-book, 
only  to  return  and  find  that  the  boat  had  gone.  As 
the  next  boat  would  not  be  up  for  a  week,  he  walked 
to  Elyria,  a  lively  town  a  few  miles  up  the  river, 
where  he  was  prevailed  upon  to  locate.  Here  he  met 
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his  future  wife,  Julia  Leek  Brooks  (born  in  Berlin, 
Oonn.  June  13,  1015).  They  were  married  September 
30,  1S35?  and  about  1039  the  family  moved  to  North¬ 
ern  Illinois,  'where  a  claim  v/as  taken  at  Kishwaukee. 
Their  stay  here  was  brief,  however,  owing  to  fever 
and  ague,  which  prevailed  there,  and  they  returned 
to  Ohio. 

With  the  exception  of  three  years  spent  in 
Missouri,  and  a  trip  to  California  during  the  gold 
rush  of  1S50,  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  in 
Ohio,  where  he  died  at  Northampton  August  6,  1079  > 
at  the  age  of  67.  His  widow,  Julia  L.  Brooks  Bishop 
died  at  Faribault,  Minn,  September  29,  1901  in  her 
$6  year.

The  'following  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  now  in 
possession  of  0,  L.  Bishop  of  Winona.,  Minnesota, 
written  by  his  grandfather,  Nelson  Spicer  Bishop  to 
his  wife,  enroute  to  the  gold  fields  of  California 
during  the  gold  rush  of  105O>  where  he  plied  his 
trade  of  edge-tool  maker,  making  and  sharpening 
tools  for  the  minors. 
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Indian  Territory, 
May  30 ,  1S50 


My  nver  dear  wife:- 

I  begin  this  letter  to-day  with  the  expectation 
of  finishing  it  at  some  future  time.  To-day  is  the 
Sabbath,  and  I  never  before  felt  the  necessity  so 
much,  for  a.  day  of  rest  and  relaxation  from  labor. 

We  are  encamp t  near  the  North  Fork  of  the  Platte 
about  twenty-five  miles  from  its  junction  with  the 
south  fork.  Our  present  camp  consists  of  six  wagons, 
twenty-eight  men  and  one  lady  and  a  boy0  We  are 
getting  along  as  pleasantly  as  could  be  expected  and 
have  made  over  25  miles  per  day  for  the  last  two 
weeks  since  1  wrote  you  at  Fort  Raring,  We  have  had 
beautiful  weather  and  the  finest  roads  I  have  ever 
seen  in  any  country.  Our  cattle  look  well  and  are 
improving  since  we  have  come  to  the  buffalo  grass. 

We  see  a  great  many  antelope,  deer  and  elk 
every  day.  We  see  but  few  buffalo,  they  having  been 
driven  away  by  the  emigrants  preceding  us.,  There 
was  one  killed  about  3/4  of  a  mile  from  our  camp  last 
evening,,  The  meat  is  rather  coarse  and  dry,  but  very 
acceptable  to  one  who  has  been  living  for  a  long  time 
on  salt  provisions, 

I  wish  you  could  see  us  once  at  our  meals  just 
to  see  what  appetites  we  have.  It  would  astonish 
you  to  see  the  piles  of  pancakes  and  slices  of  bacon 
and  ham  disappear,  to  say  nothing  of  the  finer  fix¬ 
ings  such  as  stewed  apples,  coffee,  tea,  etc, ,  etc. 

There  is  not  much  sickness  on  the  road  this 
year.  We  have  not  seen  more  than  six  or  seven  new 
graves  on  the  route  this  far,  but  a  great  many  that 
were  made  in  1849.  Our  train  has  been  quite  un¬ 
fortunate;  we  lost  a  man  at  Vermillion  River  about 
80  miles  out.  He  fell  dead  instantly;  never  breathed 
or  showed  any  signs  of  life  after.  He  was  from  Pa. , 
was  sick  when -he  left  the  River,  We  advised  him  to 
go  home,  but  he  said  he  would  go  to  California  or  lay 
his  bones  on  the  Plains,  We  buried  another  man  last 
Thursday,  His  death  was  occasioned  by  drinking  too 
much  water  the  day  before  he  died  (probably  from  drink 
ing  too  much  alkali  water).  He  drank  about  two 
gallons  of  bad  water,  which  brought  on  dieentery.  At 
present  we  are  all  well.  We  have  a  good  physician 
belonging  to  our  train,  by  the  name  of  Gordon. 


In  my  last  letter  I  mentioned  that  we  had  lost 
our  cows.  We  had  horsemen  look  for  them  for  three 
days,  but  finally  gave  it  up  as  a  bad  job,  could 
hear  nothing  from  them.  We  feel  the  want  of  them 
very  much. 

A  letter  from  you  at  this  time  would  be  more 
prized  than  its  weight  in  gold.  The  first  place  I 
shall  visit  on  arriving  in  California,  will  be  the 
post  office.  Now  don’t  disappoint  me.  I  will 
write  more  when  I  arrive  at  Fort  Laramie,  which  we 
expect  to  make  in  about  S  or  9  days.  We  shall 
probably  make  a  short  halt  there. 

Sunday,  June  6th. 

We  are  encampt  to-day  near  what  is  called 
ScottsBluffs  about  4-0  miles  east  from  Fort  Laramie. 

It  is  a  wild  and  strange  place,  the  bluffs 
towering  up  for  300  or  4-00  feet.  We  passed  Court 
House  Rock  and  Chimney  Rocks  last  Friday  and  Sat¬ 
urday.  It  reminds  us  that  we  s.re  approaching  the 
Rocky  mountains. 

We  are  still  getting  along  at  a  good  rate.  If 
we  are  prospered  we  expect  to  reach  Salt  Lake  by 
the  8th.  day  of  July  and  Coloma,  Cal. ,  by  the  10th 
or  15th  of  August.  We  made  over  3°  miles  yesterday. 

We  have  had  no  rain  for  two  weeks  until  last  even¬ 
ing  and  better  roads  I  never  saw  in  the  States.  The 
afternoons  have  been  quite  warm,  evenings  and  morn¬ 
ings  cool  and  pleasant. 

I  have  had  no  time  to  write  to-day  until  this 
moment.  We  were  obliged  to  stop  and  get  our  wagon 
tires  set.  There  is  a  Frenchman  that  has  an  anvil 
and  bellows  here  to  do  work  for  emigrants.  I  did 
nearly  all  the  work  myself  and  paid  him  eight  dollars 
for  the  use  of  his  tools  for  two  hours.  He  makes 
from  $4-0  to  $60  per  day  and  can’t  meet  1/4-  the  de¬ 
mand  at  that. 

We  have  not  seen  an  Indian  for  JOO  miles  until 
to-day.  They^are  fearful  of  some  contagious 
disease.  Whilst  at  Fort  Kearney  there  was  some 
complaint  made  to  the  Captain  there  for  stealing 
cattle  from  the  emigrants.  The  Captain  replied  that 
he  would  clean  them  all  out.  He  immediately  went 
out  to  where  theife  were  a  number  of  Indians  encampt; 
he  put  his  fingers  all  around  on  his  face,  then  point¬ 
ed  to  a  long  string  of  emigrants  and  then  pretended 
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to  vomit,  to  denote  to  the  Indians  that  they  had 
the  small  pox  and  cholera.  This  stratagem  had 
the  desired  effect.  They  made  tracks  in  double 
quick  time  in  the  opposite  direction. 

We  have  stopt  at  noon  5  miles  below  Fort 
Laramie.  Yesterday  we  had  a  view  for  the  first 
time  of  Laramie  Peak,  one  of  the  spurs  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains.  It  is  said  to  be  BO  miles  dis¬ 
tant.  There  has  passed  us  to-day  about  40  Indians, 
and  as  many  ponies  dragging  their  lodge  poles,  camp 
equipage  etc.  Likewise  the  young  Indians  imitated 
the  older  ones  by  attaching  poles  to  their  dogs; 
it  presented  quite  a  novelty  to  say  the  least* 

I  think  it  quite  probable  we  shall  go  by  Salt 
Lake  City;  if  so,  I  shall  endeavor  to  drop  a  line 

from  there. 

I  think  it  quite  probable  that  I  shall  sell 
out  my  interest  in  the  team  to  Mr.  Gay  and  pack 
through  from  there*  Mr.  Gay  is  a  good,  steady 
honest  young  man  and  1  like  him  very  much,  I  wish 
I  could  say  as  much  for  the  whole  company.  People 
sometimes  get  wonderfully  deceived,  yet  there  are 
many  in  our  train  as  fine  men  and  gentlemen  of  as 
fine  a  feeling  as  one  could  wish.  I  have  seen  more 
selfishness  acted  out  here  on  the  plains  than  I 
ever  wish  to  see  again.  I  don!t  know  but  I  shall 
be  a  confirmed  believer  in  total  depravity  sure. 

It  anyone  doubts,  let  him  take  a  trip  to  California.

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Henry  Harrison  Bishop,  son  of  Nelson  S.  and. 

Julia  L.  Brooks  Bishop  was  horn  March  27,  1333  at 
La  Porte,  Ohio,  Was  a  farm  boy,  but  attended 
Oberlin  College,  specializing  in  mathematics  and. 
surveying.  He  was  married  February  6,  1 867  to  Mary 
Eliza  Rhoades  of  Oswego,  N«  Y* ,  b.  Aug.  31,  1344, 
at  Oswego.  They  moved  shortly  afterwards  to  a  farm 
which  he  purchased  near  Ohillioothe,  Missouri. 

There,  four  sons  were  born,  one  dying  in  infancy. 
Another  son  was  born  after  their  removal,  in  January, 
1^79  to  Faribault,  Minn, 

After  a  residence  of  12  years  in  Missouri,  dur¬ 
ing  which  time  he  was  quite  successful  in  stock  rais¬ 
ing,  he  moved  with  his  family  to  Minnesota,  where  at 
Faribault  he  entered  the  employ  of  0.  K«  end  L.  J„ 
McCormick  the  pioneer  manufacturers  of  harvesting 
machinery,  as  County  Agent.  He  was  a  splendid  sales¬ 
men  and  successful  in  this  business.  In  1333  be  gave 
up  the  implement  business  and  purchased  a  farm,  presum¬ 
ably  on  account  of  his  four  growing  sons*  He  engaged 

y 

in  farming  for  many  years,  digressing  occasionally 
for  limited  periods  to  accept  salaried  positions  in 
a  business  way.  He  retired  to  a  home  in  Faribault, 
Minn,  in  1907,  where  he  died  August  24,  1903  at  the 
age  of  70.  His  widow  died  at  Winona,  Minn.  July 
12,  1920,  at  the  home  of  her  eldest  son  with  whom 
she  had  made  her  h >me  since  her  husband1 s  death. 
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Henry  Harrison  Bishop  was  a  man  of  the  highest 
character,  well  informed  on  general  subjects  and 
current  events,  and  did  his  full  share  as  a  citizen. 
He  was  a  very  genial  man,  had  a  keen  sense  of  humor 
and  was  a  good  story  teller,  of  which  he  always  had 
an  abundant  supply.

Charles  Lewis  Bishop,  son  of  Henry  H,  and 
Mary  Rhoades  Bishop  was  born  at  Chillicothe, 
Missouri,  27,  July  1670*  Tnen  nine  years  old  his 
parents  left  Missouri  and  moved  to  Minnesota  where 
he  attended  the  public  schools  and  lo.ter  the  High 
School,  the  last  two  years  walking  six  miles  from 
the  farm  to  school  each  day,  Kot  caring  for  farm 
work,  he  at  the  age  of  17  took  a  position  in  0  bank 
at  Faribault  at  an  annual  salary  of  $200.00.  Leav¬ 
ing  the  bank  at  the  end  of  a  year  he  entered  the 
office  of  the  Minnesota  school  for  the  deaf.  He 
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remained  in  this  position  for  12  years,  after 
which  time  he  went  to  North  Dakota,  where  for  a 
time  he  was  interested  in  the  lumber  business.

He  re¬ 
linquished  the  Cashiership  after  IS  months,  tak¬ 
ing  the  position  of  Vice-President  of  the  institu¬ 
tion® 

Moving  to  Fessenden,  in  the  same  County,  he 
continued  to  direct  the  policies  of  the  Cathay 
Bank,  but  devoted  the  greater  part  of  his  time  to 
the  farm  mortgage  business  through  a  new  corpora¬ 
tion  The  Farmers  Trust  Company,  which  he  organized 
there  with  one  of  North  Dakota*  s  leading  bankers,, 
This  business  was  also  successful  and  during  a 
twelve  year  period  built  up  a  capital  and  surplus 
of  $200,000.00,  all  out  of  earnings.  He  also  be¬ 
came  interested  in  various  country  banks.-  In  1913 » 
because  of  better  schools  and  social  advantages,  he 
moved  with  his  family  to  Winona,  Minnesota,  where 
he  assisted  in  the  organization  of  the  First  Trust 
Savings  Bank  of  which  he  is  president  (1932).

I  have  been  asked  to  say  something  concerning 
the  privations  of  the  early  settlers  of  this  town, 
and  as  I  can  remember  very  little  of  what  I  call 
pioneer  life,  1  must  rely  upon  what  ray  parents  have 
told  me* 

I  was  born  in  the  town  of  Oswego,  (at  that  time 
it  was  the  town  of  Hanibal)  in  the  year  lSl4-„  My 
father,  Sylvanus  Bishop  had  removed  from  the  town  of 
Pompey  the  spring  previous  and  settled  on  a  new  farm 
two  miles  West  of  the  village  of  Oswego*  The  place 
is  now  known  as  the  Old  Hawley  Farm*  My  father  came 
on  early  in  the  spring,  had  a  frame  put  up  and 
covered  so  the  family  could  live  in  it  during  the 
summer.  The  came  house  placed  there  in  lSl4  stood 
there  until  last  May  when  it  burned  down*,  The  family 
were  hardly  settled  when  the  British  Squadron  came 
sailing  into  the  harbor.  Our  people  were  plucky  and 
drove  them  off,  but  the  next  morning  they  appeared 
again  and  took  the  fort  after  considerable  fighting, 
drove  our  Militia  into  the  fort  and  burned  the 
barracks.;  Meanwhile  the  women  and  children  fled  from 
the  village,  taking  shelter  wherever  they  could  find 
it.  They  took  their  valuables  with  them,  leaving 
their  husbands  and  sons  behind  to  defend  the  village* 
My  mother’s  house  was  filled  with  sorrowing  fugitives. 
My  eldest  brother  was  one  of  those  who  were  shut  in 
the  fort*  After  sacking  the  place,  the  British  left 
the  next  day,  carrying  away  as  prisoners  some  of  the 
most  prominent  men. 

Well,  my  mother  was  pretty  homesick,  with  war 
so  near,  among  strangers  and  almost  in  the  woods.. 

Just  a  few  acres  which  my  brother  John  had  chopped 
the  previous  winter  were  cleared.  My  mother  used  to 
go  down  to  the  brook  to  do  the  family  washing.  It 
was  then  a  lively  brook,  a  pretty  good  sized  stream 
before  the  woods  were  cleared  away. 

One  day  she  had  her  boy  build  a  fire  and  fill 
her  five  pail  iron  kettle  with  water.  When  it  was 
hot  she  began  her  washing.  Presently  she  heard  the 
dog  bark  violently,  and  stepping  out  a  few  steps 
into  the  road  to  see  what  the  matter  was,  what  was 
her  astonishment  to  behold  the  road  filled  with 
Indians  walking  in  single  file,  one  right  behind 
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the  other,  each  carrying  a  gun*  Of  course  she  was 
frightened,  but  she  knew  the  Indians  had  seen  her 
so  it  was  too  late  to  hide  in  the  bushes.  She 
supposed  them  to  be  Canada  Indians  coming  so  soon 
after  the  British  had  been  here.  Canada  Indiana 
had  been  very  hostile  to  our  people  after  the  close 
of  the  Revolutionary  war,  So  she  stepped  back  to 
her  tub  and  commenced  rubbing  again.  As  the  Indians 
passed  each  one  saluted  her  with  a  "Sarvent  Mon1*, 
she  returning  the  salutation  with  a  courtesy.  She 
soon  learned  that  they  were  friendly  Indians  (there 
were  50  of  them)  who  were  camping  near  the  village 
making  baskets*  They  had  heard  that  there  was  a 
bear  in  the  woods  not  far  from  where  rny  mother  was, 
and  had  come  to  capture  it. 

In  about  three  hours  they  returned  with  their 
prize,  carrying  it  on  their  backs,  one  carrying  it 
a  while,  then  changing,  holding  it  by  the  fore-paws 

with  the  head  beside  of  his0  That  night  two  of  my 

brothers  went  down  to  their  camp.  The  Indians  built 
a  large  fire  and  roasted  the  bear  whole,  while  they 
danced  around  the  fire  singing  their  gutteral  songs0 
A  few  days  afterward  Noah  Newall  was  passing  that 
road  and  saw  two  young  bears  in  a  tree.  He  had  no 
gun  with  him,  so  he  pulled,  off  his  hat  and  coat  and 

put  them  on  a  stick  and  set  it  up  beside  a  tree  in 

sight  of  the  bears,  then  ran  to  my  father5 s  to 
borrow  a  gun.  My  brothers  went  back  with  him  and  they 
shot  the  bears,  the  little  things  falling  to  the 
ground  whining  piteously. 

Late  that  autumn  my  brother  George  was  back  tc 
Pompey  to  attend  the  academy.  The  toys  used  to  walk 
back  and  forth  those  days.  They  would  take  their 
little  bundle  of  clothing,  swing  it  on  a  stick,  put 
it  on  their  shoulder  and  go  through  easily  in  two 
days.  My  mother  to  get  his  clothing  ready  had  some 
finishing  off  to  do  and  sat  sewing  late  after  all 
the  family  were  in  bed,  when  to  her  horror  she  heard 
a  scream  right  under  the  floor  where  she  was  sitting. 
She  first  thought  it  was  a  woman’s  voice.  The  dog 
jumped  up  and  went  toward  the  door,  when  she  heard 
another  scream  and  knew  it  to  be  a  panther,  having 
heard  them  on  the  Catskill  Mountains  in  her  child¬ 
hood  days.  She.  opened  the  door  for  the  dog,  then 
the  panther  left  with  his  terrible  yells,  the  dog 
following  and  did  not  return  until  the  next  day,  all 
tired  out® 

In  those  days  most  all  of  the  cloth  used  in  the 
family  was  spun  and  woven  at  home.  Flannel  dresses, 
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home  made,  for  cold  weather  and  linen  for  warm 
weather,  The  warp  dyed  blue  and  the  filling,  a 
copperas  color  made  a  very  pretty  shade  for  dress¬ 
es,  Home  made  checked  linen  aprons  were  good, 
and  nice  in  those  days.  Men1 s  clothing  were 
pretty  much  made  at  home.  Most  men  had  a  Sunday 
suit  kept  so  nicely  it  lasted  for  years.  And  so 
with  the  women,  most  mothers  had  a  black  silk 
dress  kept  to  wear  on  special  occasions.  They 
never  had  to  be  made  over  to  be  kept  in  fashion* 

1  remember  when  1  was  a  child  how  pleasant 
were  the  early  autumn  evenings  when  father  would 
bring  in  a  basket  of  ripe  corn  to  shell  by  the 
open  fire.  Mother  would  have  her  cards,  carding 
wool  for  the  girls  to  spin  the  next  day  to  help 
lengthen  out  something  she  had  in  the  loom  for 
the  comfort  of  her  family*  But  amid  all  these 
hardships,  privations  and  struggles,  they  never 
lost  sight  of  the  faith  in  their  blessed  Saviour, 
and  morning  and  evening  drew  fresh  supplies  of  grace 
to  comfort  and  sustain  them. 

My  father* s  readings  at  family  devotions,  as 
near  as  I  can  remember,  were  mostly  from  the  New 
Testament*  There  he  found  the  promises  and  seemed 
to  claim  them  for  himself  and  family. 

So  they  struggled  on,  raising  a  family  of 
eleven  children,  having  lost  one  in  infancy.  My 
grandmother  also  lived  with  them  forty  years,  dying 
at  the  age  of  ninety  nine  years.  My  mother  lived 
to  be  eighty  five  years  old,  having  lived  with  my 
father  sixty  eight  years.  And  now  I  am  the  only 
one  left  of  that  large  family.  All  have  gone  to 
that  land  from  whence  none  ever  return. 

Aunt  Mary  was  77  years  of  age  when  this  paper 
was  composed  and  read  by  her.  She  died  at  her  home 
in  Oswego,  N0  Y.  July  5th,  139^-

William  Henry  Bishop,  sixth  son,  and  the  young¬ 
est  of  eleven  children  of  Sylvanus  and  Rachel  Spicer 
Bishop,  was  born  in  the  town  and  county  of  Oswego, 

Ho  Y.  Sept,  11,  1821.  He  spent  his  childhood  days 
on  this  farm  situated  on  the  old  plank  road,  over¬ 
looking  lake  Ontario  and  about  one  half  mile  from 
the  present  city  limits  of  Oswego,  His  father, 

Sylvanus  was  the  son  of  John  Bishop  3rd--  and  Rebecca 
Davis.  John  Bishop  J>xd.  was  the  son  of  John  Bishop 
2nd.  and  Elizabeth  Hooper.  John  Bishop  2nd.  was  the 
son  of  John  Bishop  1st.  and  Ann.  John  Bishop  1st. 
was  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Lydia.  The  parents  of 
Thomas  were  Richard  and  Dulzebella  who  settled  in 
Salem,  Mass,  in  1o35«  Richard  was  evidently  a 
Puritan  as  the  Essex  Antiquarian  shows  him  to  be  a 
free  man,  a  privilege  granted  at  that  time,  only  to 
members  of  the  Puritan  faith.  Through  William’s 
great  grand  mother,  Elizabeth  Hooper,  he  is  a  descend- 
ent  of  John  Hooper  (born  in  15^4-)  and  Agnes  Williams 
(born  6,  Nov,  1L68)  of  East  Coker,  Somerset,  England* 
His  mother’s  family  was  also  among  the  earlier  settlers 
of  New  England; 

The  Bishop’s  have  been  husbandmen  (farmers) 
wheel-wright s ,  coopers,  fishermen  and  coasters. 

In  1781  when  his  father  Sylvanus  was  sixteen 
years  of  age,  he  ran  away  t6  South  Brimfield,  Mass, 
declared  he  was  of  a.ge  and  enlisted  in  the  Continental 
army.  (Vol  2  P.  83  Mass.  Soldiers  and  Sailors  of  Rev. 
War),  In  later  life  he  served  as  an  Ensign  in  the 
Naval  Militia  of  Onondaga  County,  N,  Y.  and  as  a 
Lieutenant  in  Col.  Thos.  Olcott’s  Regiment  of  N.  Y, 
militia  (the  last  named  commission  is  dated  15,  April 
ISO 5  and  signed  by  Governor  Morgan  Lewis)., 

Sylvanus  and  Rachel  Spicer  were  married  Nov.  2, 
1792  and  when  their  oldest  child,  John,  was  six 
months  old  they  moved  from  Kinderhook,  N.  Y,  to 
Pompey,  His  mother  carried  baby  John  the  entire 
distance  on  horse  back.  Seven  children  were  born 
here  where  they" lived  until  IS13  when  they  moved  to 
Oswego,  N.  Y.  This  time  by  ox  team.  The  territory 
was  virgin  at  that  time  and  Oswego  was  a  mere  trad¬ 
ing  post.  It  was  during  the  war  of  1812  and  soon 
after  their  arrival  that  the  British  squadron  sailed 
into  the  harbor  and  captured  the  fort.  The  oldest 
son,  John,  was  a  member  of  the  party  that  was  held

prisoner  over  night,  the  squadron  then  departed 
as  suddenly  as  it  appeared.  They  were  religious 
people.  Rachel’s  brother  Tobia.s  became  a  minister. 

In  the  year  l£l6  the  family  assisted  in  the  organ¬ 
ization  of  the  First  Church  (Presbyterian)  in  the 
locality.  The  second  son,  Artemas,  graduated  from 
Union  College  in  1S19  and  from  Princeton  in  1S22, 
and  was  ordained  a  minister  at  New  Haven,  Conn.  the 
same  year. 

In  N0v„  12>22  Artemas  married  Elizabeth  Edwards 
who  was  educated  at  Bradford  and  they  sailed  immediat¬ 
ely  for  the  Sandwich  Islands  in  company  with  six 
other  missionaries  where  he  bee  care  very  successful 
in  converting  the  natives  to  the  Christian  faith 
and  where  he  labored  many  years  in  reducing  the 
native  dialect  to  a  written  language  and  in  the 
translation  of  the  Bible  and  other  religious  books 
to  that  language  for  use  of  the  converted  natives. 

The  following  was  copied  from  the  original 
papers  of  William  ,H.  Bishop:  uMy  father  was  a 
farmer  where  I  stayed  until  the  fifteenth  year  of 
my  age  when  I  commenced  learning  the  smithing  trade 
with  my  brother  Nelson  in  the  town  of'LaPorte,  Lorain 
Go,.,  Ohio.  In  the  fall  of  1&37>  I  again  returned  to 
Oswego  to  my  father  and  spent  the  winter  at  school. 

In  the  ensuing  summer,  went  to  the  state  of  Illinois 
to  finish  my  trade  with  my  brother  Nelson  who  had  re¬ 
moved  there.  I  stayed  with  my  brother  one  and  a 
half  years,  then  started  out  into  the  world  to  make 
my  fortune.  Traveled  through  different  sta.tes.  When 
in  the  town  of  LaPorte,  state  of  Indiana,  I  first 
heard  the  gospel  preached  by  brother  gehial  Savage 
and  Robert  Snyder,  I  was  baptized  25  May  lS4o.  I 
set  up  business  (blacksmi thing)  for  myself  in  LaPorte 
where  I  stayed  two  years.  Was  married  to  Miss  Eliza 
Pratt  by  Franklin  Da  Richards  and  moved  to  Nauvoo  in 
the  fall  1542.  In  Nauvoo  I  found  the  saints  poor, 
having  just  been  driven  from  Missouri.'1 
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(The  following  letter  was  written  by  William 
H.  Bishop  to  his  parents  from  Ill,  in  IB39) 

Kishwaukee  ( I1L) 
Oct.  4,  IS39 

Dear  Parents:  I  have  looked  long  and  anxious 
for  a  letter  from  home  but  have  looked  in  vain.  It 
is  no?;  two  long  months  since  I  done  the  first  (per¬ 
haps  last  is  meant)  stroke  of  work  in  the  shop. 
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About  the  middle  of  August,  Nelson  and 
Julia  were  both  taken  with  the  bilious  fever 
and  X  alone  was  spared  to  take  care  of  them  and 
the  two  children,,  We  had  a  good  physician  and 
some  help  from  the  neighbors.  They  began  to  get 
better  when  I  was  taken  with  the  same  disease. 

There  we  was,  each  one  had  to  wait  op  himself,  and 
yet  we  was  thankful  that  we  was  not  as  bad  off  as 
some  of  our  neighbors  for  we  have  all  lived  through 
it  while  a  great  many  of  our  neighbors  have  gone  to 
their  long  home  and  some  have  died  more  from  want 
of  attendance  than  anything  else.  After  I  began 
to  get  over  the  fever  and  so  was  able  to  be  around, 

I  was  taken  with  the  worst  of  all  diseases,  the 
fever  and  ague  and  I  have  been  blessed  with  it  ever 
s  i  no  e . 

It  has  been  very  sickly  all  over  the  western 
country  this  season.  There  has  not  been  one  fifth 
of  the  inhabitants  of  this  country  escape  sickness, 

A s  soon  as  I  get  able,  I  think  of  leaving  this 
country  for  some  other  part,  maybe  for  the  west.  I 
should  like  to  hear  from  home  very  much  but  shall 
probably  leave  before  I  could  receive  an  answer 
from  this*  Nelson  and  Julia  are  getting  along 
quite  smart.  I  should  not  advise  Francis  to  come 

to  this  country  as  long  as  he  can  do  well  there  if 

he  dont  want  to  shake  like  a  lambs  tail.  I  think 

it  is  something  like  eight  months  since  I  heard 

from  home.  1  think  Nelson  and  myself  have  wrote 
some  five  or  -six  in  that  time. 

Our  land  comes  in  market  here  the  2lst  of  Oct, 

A  tract  of  land  36  miles  long  and  IS  miles  wide. 

The  mail  will  soon  be  made  up  and  I  must  bring  my 
letter  to  a  close  with  the  request  that  we  shall 
hear  from  our  friends  in  Oswego.  I  think  some  of 
going  into  Iowa  to  keeping  school  this  winter.  When 
I  get  located  in  my  business,  I  will  send  you  another 
letter.  To  William  Sylvanus  Bishop  and  all  the  rest 
of  the  family*

Wheat  is  50  cents,  corn  is  25  and  l£  3/^>  and 
potatoes  about,,  the  same.  I  should  like  a  few  of 
your  apples  and  mugs  of  cider  but  you  need  not  look 
for  me  back  this  winter. 
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(Another  letter  addressed  to  his  brother 
Lewis  of  Oswego,  N»  Y„  follows) 

June  25,  lg.50 

Camp  of  Isreal,  near  New  Fort  Carnie? 

(probably  Kearney,  Nebr.  which  is  about  4-00  miles 
from  DesMoines) 

Dear  Parents,  Brothers  and  Sisters  you  will 
see  by  this  that  1  am  on  my  way  west.  Our  camp  has 
stopped  today  to  wash  and  I  improve  this  opportunity 
to  write.  It  has  been  near  five  week3  since  I  left 
Ft*  DesMoines.  We  have  come  about  4-00  miles*  We 
shall  make  better  progress  in  future*  I  expect  to 
be  near  three  months  yet« 

There  are  55  wagons  in  our  company,  We  corral 
(drive  in  circle)  at  night,  travel  all  day,  watch 
Indians  and  wolves  by  night.  —  fine  fun. 

We  are  camped  at  an  old  deserted  Indian  Village 
on  t'he  Platte  River*.  We  have  been  pulling  their 
old  lodges  down  for  wood.  There  is  great  scarcity 
of  timber  in  this  country.  Only  a  little  along  the 
water  courses.  We  have  been  following  up  the  Platte 
bottoms  for  several  days.  Plenty  of  buffalo  on 
every  side,  elk  and  deer  and  antelope.  There  are  so 
many  traveling,  they  frighten  the  buffalo  away  from 
the  road.  They  are  very  abundant  here  in  winter  to 
feed  on  the  rushes  (probably  bushes). 

I  have  but  a  few  moments  at  a  time  to  write  and 
that  in  the  wind  by  the  side  of  the  wagon.  1  have 
to  get  wood  and  water,  tend  baby  and  write.  And  you 
will  excuse  any  imperfections  you  may  discover.  1 
have  two  wagons,  3  yoke  of  oxen,  2  yoke  of  cows,  one 
set  of  smith  tools,  clothes  for  two  years,  provisions 
for  three  months* 

We  have  a  few  cases  of  cholera  in  camp,  3  deaths 

We  had  a  mess  of  peas  and  onions  today.  They 
grow  spontaneous  here*  The  peas  resemble  the  june 
peas  and  taste  like  themu  Would  like  to  send  you. 
some  seed  of  the  wild  flowers  that  grow  here.  (the 
rest  of  the  letter  was  written  in  pencil  and  all  is 
not  legible  now,  Mar.  16,  1932,  nearly  S2  years  after 
it  was  written)  23-  The  mail  so  near  by  going  to  the 

states  from  the  _ valley,  and  I  must  write  going 

along.  We  are  all  well .  I  received  your  last  in 

due  season _ ,  Will  write  again  soon.

Vesta,  7  years  old,  told  of  one  thrilling  exper¬ 
ience.  The  captain  split  the  train  to  allow  a  large 
herd  of  buffalo  to  pass.  Her  father  was  holding  the 
bad  oxen  of  his  team,  while  several  of  the  buffalo 
jumped  over  their  wagon  tongue  within  a  few  feet  of 
her,, 


Before  my  grandparents  started  the  journey 
across  the  plains,  grandmother  made  herself  a  dress 
of  factory  (unbleached)  muslin  and  dyed  it  a  shade 
of  brown.  For  the  dye  she  made  a  tea  from  the  bark 
of  a  certain  tree  or  shrub.  After  each  laundering, 
she  would  give  it  a  fresh  dye  bath.  This  gave  it  a 
glossy  appearance.  She  was  accused  of  "sporting" 
silk  dresses  for  traveling. 

Early  in  my  grandparents,  William  and  Eliza 
Bishop’s  married  life,  while  traveling  around,  they 
lost  some  of  their  animals  and  grandfather  went  to 
find  them,  Not  finding  them  in  a  reasonable  length 
of  time  he  came  back  and  gave  grandmother  a  gun, 
telling  her  that  if  he  didnt  return,  to  shoot  the 
oxen  if  necessary  for  food.  He  found  the  animals 
and  returned  in  a  day  or  two.  She  was  none  the  worse 
off  except  for  the  suspense. 

Grandmother  was  the  daughter  of  Nehemiah  and 
Elisabeth  Roberts  Pratt.  The  children  of  her  fathers 
family  were:  Patience,  Silas,  Nehemiah,  Samuel, 
Lucinda,  John,  Clarissa,  William,  herself,  Penelope 
and  Amos  Jo  si ah. 
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(The  following  was  copied  from  a  manuscript 
written  by  Solomon  Avery  Wixom,  a  son-in~ 

3.  aw ) . 


"When  a  girl,  she  (Elisa  Pratt  Bishop)  worked 
in  a  paper  mill  for  some  months  and  became  quite 
apt  as  a  sizer.  She  married  William  H,  Bishop  at 
her  father's  house  in  LaPorte,  Indiana,  March  21st 
lS4l  and  followed  him  in  all  his  tribulations, 
pleasures  and  journeys.  She  was  a.  good  wife,  affect¬ 
ionate  mother  and  sociable  neighbor.  Was  sought  for 
in  counsel  and  wise  in  for seeing  coming  events.  She 
was  devoted  to  her  religion  and  faithful  to  her  faith. 
Exhorted  her  children  said  all  concerned  to  be  true  to 
the  kingdom  of  God.  She  died  in  the  full  faith  of  a 
glorious  resurrection." 

Although  she  was  very  gentle  woman,  she  ruled 
her  children  with  a  firm  hand  and  never  gave  an 
order  twice*  Sloe  was  of  medium  height  and  frail  in 
appearance. 

Their  daughter,  Penelope,  was  born  in  Echo 
canon  IS,  Sept,  1S50,  before  their  entrance  into 
the  Great  Salt  Lake  Valley.  The  grandfather  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  Captain  of  a  Military  company 
from  that  of  Lieutenant.  In  May,  1S64,  he  married 
Malinda  Hilman  Case  Blackburn,  who  had  one  child 
Martha.  Two  children  were  born  in  Provo,  Eliza 
Eldula,  daughter  of  Eliza  and  Julia.,  daughter  of 
Malinda. 

Only  two  of  grandmother's  family  cane  to  Utah, 
her  brother  Samuel  who  stayed  in  Provo  and  her 
mother  who  made  her  home  with  her  until  her  death 
21,  Jan.  IS67 ,  in  Fillmore. 

(The  following  was  taken  from  a  manuscript 
written  by  S.  A,  Wixom) 

"Grandfather  was  sent  on  a ‘mission  to  Fillmore 
where  he  was  again  elected  first  a  captain,  and  later 
Major  of  company  A.  Parivant  division  of  the  Nauvoo 
Legion,  under '’Colonel  Thomas  Callister.  He  took  an 
active  part  in  the  Black  Hawk  Indian  war;  He  and 
his  command  serving  for  some  time  in  and  near  the 
seat  of  war,  and  at  the  time  of  the  disbanding  of 
the  militia,  was  honorably  released.  He  was  a  ward 
teacher,  a  member  of  the  42nd  quorum  of  seventies 
and  was  appointed  to  act  as  teacher  of  this  quorum, 11 


.  TC  .  . .  , 
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Grandfather  followed  his  trade  of  smithing, 
also  was  delegated  by  the  church  to  do  work  for 
the  Indians  on  tithing.  He  was  a  gun  smith  as 
well  as  a  sharp  edged  tool  maker.  The  squaws  would 
come  for  awls  which  they  used  in  working  their 
buck-skins.  He  made  knives  for  the  Indians  and 
repaired  their  guns.  They  later  brought  so  much 
work  that  he  charged  them  for  work  done0  They 
paid  him  in  duck  fat  for  soap  making,  in  buckskins, 
venison,  bee.ver  fat  and  skins.  The  Indians  both 
respected  and  trusted  him.  His  was  a  jovial  dis¬ 
position.  He  liked  a  joke  and  would  put  himself 
out  considerable  to  perpetrate  one.  He  forged  the 
shoes  for  the  oxen,  mules  or  horses,  as  well  as 
the  nails  to  fasten  them  on,  also  the  hinges  and 
locks  for  the  doors.  In  addition  to  repairing  the 
guns  for  the  Indians,  he  was  a  good  marksman  and 
would  sight  their  rifles  for  them. 

Once  he  went  to  the  northern  part  of  the  state, 
on  the  California  trail  near  Bear  River,  and  plied 
his  trade,.  He  received  gold  dust  in  pay  for  a  good 
deal  of  his  work  and  would  have  done  well  if  he 
hadn't  been  robbed  of  the  pay  for  his  season's  work. 

The  grass  in  this  locality  was  good  and  his 
oxen  waxed  fat  and  sleek.  Travelers  on  the  trail 
often  wished  tr  trade  their  poor  footsore  animals 
for  fresh  steers  and  would  'trade  two  weary  animals 
for  one  good  one.  Rest  and  good  feed  would 
soon  make  the  lean  ones  fat  and  ready  to  trade  off 
for  more  of  the  poor  ones  again  thus,  he  in  time, 
accumulated  a  fair  siged  herd.  Anxious  to  get  back 
to  his  family  and  feeling  that  he  was  fairly  well 
provided  for  in  worldly  goods,  he  began  to  think 
of  going  home.,  Two  travelers  who  claimed  they  had 
seen  him  before  and  who  called  him  by  name,  asked 
to  camp  with  him.  He  left  them  for  a  short  time  to 
go  to  the  spring  for  water.  The  next  morning  they 
hid  him  adieu  and  went  on*  Later  he  had  occasion, 
to  look  in  his  trunk  in  the  corner  where  he  kept 
his  gold  and  it  was  gone.  Not  satisfied  with  tak¬ 
ing  his  gold,  they  had  driven  off  his  herd,  leaving 
only  two  yoke  of  oxen.  He  little  suspected  that 
he  was  being  robbed  while. they  were  with  him,  which 
was  perhaps  a  'good  thing.  They  were  desperate  men 
to  whom  a  huilan  life  meant  little.  He  arrived  home 
poor  in  property  but  rich  in  experience. 

Five  children  were  born  in  Fillmore;  my  father, 
Nelson  Spicer,  Heber  LaFayette,  Savalla,  children 
of  my  grandmother,  Susan  Arvilla  and  Artemas 
children  of  Malinda  Case, 
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In  the  early  days  he  made  ropes  from  the 
hair  of  horses  manes  and  tails.  These  were  often 
used  to  stretch  around  the  bed  of  those  camping 
out  and  sleeping  on  the  ground  to  protect  them 
from  snakes. 

He  helped  build  the  adobe  fort  at  old  Deseret. 

Most  of  his  time  was  occupied  at  his  trade 
although  he  assisted  in  promotion  of  a  darn  on  the 
Sevier  River  for  irrigation  of  the  lands  adjoining 
old  Fort  Deseret.  This  was  about  1866.  Also  assist¬ 
ed  his  sons  in  building  up  a  farm  at  the  sinks  of 
Chalk  Creek,  where  we  first  started  raising  alfalfa, 
or  Lucerne  hay. 

In  the  early  70® s  he  did  blacksmithing  in  the 
mining  camp  of  Alta,  Silver  Oregon,  Flag  Staff  and 
Emma. 


About  1871  Piochc,  a  mining  camp  in  Nevada  was 
booming,  which  caused  0,  lot  of  freight  to  be  handled 
through  Fillmore,  which  with  the  Gilmore  mail  route 
with  the  old  Concord  Stages,  drawn  by  six  horses, 
and  on  which  were  transported  gold  and  silver  bullion 
made  plenty  of  work  for  father. 

These  were  indeed  pioneer  days.  In  these  mining 
camps  many  men  were  killed,  and  as  a  rule  the  real 
criminals  were  punished,  generally  by  hanging  them 
to  a  convenient  telegraph  pole. 

In  those  days  they  Is.ughed  at  green  backs,  and 
checks  were  never  seen. 

A  load  of  butter,  eggs  and  flour  delivered  to 
one  of  these  mining  camps,  would  bring  four  to  five 
hundred  dollars.  My  father,  Nelson,  delivered  a 
small  load  of  apples  at  Piochc  for  which  he  received 
three  hundred  dollars  in  twenty  dollar  gold  pieces. 

The  route  in  Southern  Utah  was  in  an  isolated 
section-Panquitch  to  Kanab  and  the  Indians  often 
in  an  ugly  mood.  Most  horses  were  afraid  of  Indians 
and  could  smell  them  a  long  way.  Grandfather  had  a 
horse,  Bally,  that  was  both  exceptionally  fast  and 
unafraid.  Once  when  my  Uncle,  Mahonri,  was  coming 
through  a  narrow  trail,  he  came  upon  a  camp  of 
unfriendly  Indians.  The  trail  was  lined  on  both 
sides  and  the  boy  was  told  to  get  off  the  horse. 
Little  did  it  matter  to  the  tribesmen  that  this 
boy  carried  the  U.  S,  mail.  Just  then  tjiere  was  a 
lot  of  things  that  mattered  to  him.  He  put  his 
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trust  in  God  and  spoke  to  the  horse.  He  lunged 
away  from  the  Indians  and  was  gone  like  a  streak 
but  with  arrows  coming  toward  him  from  every 
direction.  The  trail  had  many  turns  and  the  horse 
carried  him  to  safety.  My  father,  Nelson,  when  a 
very  small  boy,  herded  cattle  and  horses  from  thiev¬ 
ing  Indians.,  As  a  lad  of  fourteen,  he  carried  the 
mail  to  Deseret,  35  miles  from  Fillmore,  twice  a 
week  until  that  settlement  disbanded,  when  he  carried 
it  to  Oak  Greek,  a  distance  of  about  ^5  miles* 

Malinda  went  on  a  visit  to  her  mother  in  California 
when  her  children  were  young  and  did  not  return.  Each 
of  the  three  children  came  to  Utah  to  visit  and  in 
turn  were  visited  by  the  ones  in  Utah. 

All  of  the  children  had  their  part  to  perform  in 
those  days  of  pioneering.  One  season  when  their  crop 
was  threatened  with  utter  destruction  by  worms,  grand¬ 
father  dug  a  large  hole  and  the  children  gathered  the 
worms  in  buckets  and  emptied  them  into  the  hole,  where 
they  were  destroyed.  Their  first  house  was  built  of 
logs.  Later  he  built  a  four  room  brick  house  on  North 
Main  St.  to  which  two  rooms  were  added  later* 

Grandfather  was  a  good  provider,  having  a  good 
trade  and  the  family  fared  better  than  the  average. 

Ke  was  also  a  well  informed  man  and  was  very  par~ 
ticular  about  the  children's  manners  and  speech.  If 
there  was  anything  new  came  to  town  he  made  it  a 
point  to  purchase  some  that  the  children  might  see 
what  it  was  like  or  to  have  a  taste.  In  1SS0,  he 
made  a  trip  back  to  New  York  to  s  ee  those  of  his  kin 
and  friends  that  were  left.

(Letter  written  by  him  from  N.  Y. ) 

Oswego,  New  York 
November  1 7  >  l3o0 

My  dear  old  wife: 

Here  I  am  at  sister  Mary's  as  lonesome  as  an 
old  gander  without  a  mate,  al though  surrounded  with 
all  the  things  needed  and  many  that  are  not,  all 
the  courtesy  shown  by  those  wherever  I  go  that  I 
deserve.  "Be  it  ever  so  humble,  there's  no  place 
like  home." 

My  health  is  poor  in  this  damp,  cold  atmosphere. 
The  houses  are  tight  and  warm,  very  warm  and  when  I 
go  out  I  take  cold. 
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Mr.  Amos  Pease  took  me  in  his  carriage  to 
the  lake  to  see  the  waves  lash  the  shore.  It  was 
the  grandest  sight  I  have  seen  in  forty  years.  The 
wind  was  blowing  like  it  does  at  the  Sink  when  it 
docs  its  best.  There  lay  a  vessel  that  had  been  , 
trying  to  make  the  harbor  and  failed.  There  she 
lay  stranded  and  waves  making  a  clean  jump  over  her 
and  didn't  half  try.  The  wind  tore  up  fences  blew 
down  barns  and  uprooted  trees  and  raised  h- — 1  and  I 
was  glad  to  be  on  land0 

Look  at  the  picture  of  Levi  Pease*  house  and 
follow  the  'wagon  down  the  hill  as  far  as  about 
Velie’s  house  and  there  lives  Amos  Pease,  son-in- 
law  of  Lewis  Bishop.  They  have  a  family  of  five 
girls  and  no  boys  and  there  I  go  when  I  want  a  fuss 
when  I  get  homesick,,  Send  you  the  photo  of  the 
one  that  plays  the  organ  and  sings  for  Uncle  William. 

There  is  no  snow  on  the  ground  yet.  I  can  sit 
here  and  look  out  on  water  till  sky  and  water  meet 
and  can't  see  more  than  one-fourth  the  way  across. 

The  vessels  are  not  so  plentiful  on  the  water  since 
the  blow o 

Rural  cemetery  is  about  as  far  off  as  to  Ash¬ 
man's  from  our  house  and  I  walk  down  there  sometimes 
to  see  the  burial  lots.  Marble  headstones  and 
monuments  and  beautiful  decorations  on  some  of  the 
graves.  Father,  mother,  sister  and  brother,  all 
are  there  that  have  passed  over  and  a  marble  monument 
marks  the  spot  but  not  as  costly  as  some  others.

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-Biography  of  Mohonri  Moreancumer  Bishop- 
(By  J.  Avery  Bishop) 


The  subject  of  this  biography  was  born  Nov* 

25,  134-3  in  Pi  sgah,  Iowa  and  came  to  Utah  with  his 
parents  when  two  years  old.  The  family  first 
settled  at  Provo  and  later  moved  to  Fillmore  where 
the  childhood  days  of  Mohonri  were  spent.  At  the 
age  of  16  he  helped  build  the  old  adobe  fort  at 
Deseret.  In  the  spring  of  1366  he  was  called  to  go 
back  across  the  plains  and  assist  emigrants  enroute 
to  Utah.  All  he  received  for  his  labor  and  the  use 
of  his  team  and  wagon  was  the  good  will  of  those  he 
helped.  In  the  year  1367  he  joined  Captain  James 
Cs,  Owens  Company  to  fight  the  Indians.  He  served 
about  five  months  but  was  never  in  actual  battle. 

At  age  19  he  married  Mary  Amanda  Gibbs  and 
established  a  home  in  Fillmore  where  their  first 
three  children  were  bornp  For  several  years  he  took 
active  part  in  the  Fillmore  Dramatic  Troop  and  for 
two  years  he  served  as  Sheriff.  At  Deseret  he  was 
chosen  as  first  Councilor  to  Bishop,  Joseph  V.  Black 
in  which  capacity  he  served  for  15  years,  being  very 
active  assisting  the  poor,  administrating  to  the 
sick  and  other  ward  activities. 

In  1332  he  married  Janett  Brunston  who  was 
taken  into  the  family,  with  Janett  living  in  the 
north  part  and  Mary  living  in  the  south  part  of  the 
house.  In  1336  he  was  led  to  believe  by  his  Bishop 
that  he  had  been  called  to  go  to  Old  Mexico  to 
avoid  prosecution  for  living  in  polygamy.  He  there¬ 
fore  sold  his  home  and  all  he  had,  and  fitted  out 
horses  and  wagon  for  the  trip,  and  after  leaving  a 
good  supply  of  flour  with  Mary,  took  Janett  and  her 
two  sons  leaving  early  in  the  spring  in  company  with 
about  seven  other  wagons*  When  nearly  to  the  line 
of  old  Mexico,  after  traveling  for  about  two  and  a 
half  months,  he  received  a  letter  from  his  wife 
Mary,  stating  that  at  a  quarterly  conference  in  Fill 
more,  Apostle  Francis  M.  Lyman  had  said  that  the 
people  that  went  to  old  Mexico  did  so  on  their  own 
account,  and  not  by  advice  of  the  authorities  of  the 
Church,  When  Mohonri  received  this  letter  he  said, 
"Brothers  this  is  where  I  go  back  to  Utah,"  and  so 
he  did.  Upon  his  return  he  had  baen  from  Escalante 
four  months.  Here  he  left  Janett  and  returned  to 
Deseret,  where  he  built  another  home  for  Mary,  later 
returning  to  Escalante,  moving  Janett  and  her  then 
three  children  to  Fillmore,  and  later  to  a  rented 
house  in  Deseret,  While  living  here,  Lewis,  the 


eldest  son  of  Janett,  was  drowned  in  the  Sevier 
River.  In  1SSS  he  surrendered  to  the  Marshall  and 
pleaded  guilty  to  the  charge  of  unlawful  co -habita¬ 
tion,  and  was  sent  to  the  penitentiary  for  six 
months,  being  released  at  the  end  of  five  months 
account  of  good  behavior. 

For  two  years  the  family  lived  at  Trout  Creek, 
Nevada,  where  he  had  a  rr»ail  contract,  returning  to 
his  farm  at  Hinckley,  Utah,  where  he  served  as 
general  Water  Master  for  many  years  did  contract 
v/ork  for  the  railroad,  and  built  two  suspension 
bridges  across  the  Sevier  River. 

In  June  1909,  the  Delta  dam  broke  and  a  flood 
came  down  the  river,  washing  away  the  big  bridge, 
stables  stacks,  corrals  etc,  killing  many  animals 
on  the  farm.  The  flood  also  caused  the  adobe  house 
to  fall  in  on  the  north  side  and  render  it  unfit 
to  live  in.  The  family  lived  in  a  tent  that  summer, 
while  the  house  was  being  repaired.  He  then  built 
a  big  new  house  in  the  town  of  Hinckley,  but  lived 
only  eight  months  to  enjoy  it. 

His  life  was  one  of  service  and  hard  work.  He 
was  by  nature  tender  hearted  and  loving  and  kind  to 
his  family.  His  funeral  was  one  of  the  largest  ever 
held  in  Hinckley,  a  line  of  buggies  a  mile  and  a 
half  long  following  the  remains  to  the  cemetery.

-Biography  of  Nelson  Spicer  Bishop- 
(By  Eldula  Bishop  Bassett) 


Nelson  Spicer  Bishop,  son  of  William  H.  and 
Eliza  Pratt  Bishop,  was  named  Nelson  after  his 
father’s  brother,  from  whom  he,  the  father  learned 
the  blacksmith  trade  and  Spicer  was  the  maiden  name 
of  his  grandmother  Bishop. 

He  was  a  delicate  child  end  did  not  walk  until 
he  was  three  jears  old.  His  parents  did  everything 
possible  for  him  in  this  then  frontier  country,  the 
diet  which  seemed  best  to  suit  his  condition  being 
new  milk  and  molasses.  He  was  a  boy  of  orderly 
tempo rment  and  good  habits. 

At  the  age  of  l4  he  carried  the  mail  from  Fill¬ 
more  to  Deseret.  After  settlers  left  Deseret  account 
the  dam  in  the  Sevier  River  not  holding  water,  he 
carried  the  mail  to  Oak  Greek.  When  17  he  carried 
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mail  from  Panquitch  to  Kanab.  It  was  through  a 
lonesome  country  where  the  song  of  bird,  howl  of 
coyote  and  thot  of  meeting  an  unfriendly  Indian 
were  his  companions. 

In  the  flourishing  days  of  Pioche,  he  freight¬ 
ed.  Money  was  plentiful  and  prices  high.  He 
received  $300  for  one  load  of  apples.  All  this 
work  was  rather  hazardous,  the  highways  being 
traveled  by  the  desperate  hold  up  men.  I  have 
often  heard  father  "tell  of  the  capture  of  Outlaw 
Ben  Tisker. 

The  winter  of  1874  he  worked  in  Cottonwood 
Canon,  Utah.  On  Feb,  23,  1878,  he  married  Ann 
Elizabeth  Melville.  Their  first  summer  was  spent 
at  Chalk  Creek  sinks.  At  intervals  during  his 
life  he  farmed  for  a  livelihood.  However  he  was  a 
blacksmith  by  trade  and  when  his  father  was  stricken 
with  dropsy,  July  10,  1884,  he  assumed  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  shop  and  after  the  demise  of  grandfather, 
Aug.  19,  of  the  same  year  he  moved  his  family  there, 
(where? ) . 

He  was  true  to  every  trust,  civil  or  Religious, 
serving  as  councilman  and  mayor  of  Fillmore  City. 

On  Aug.  19,  1886,  he  left  his  home  to  fill  a  mission 
to  New  Zealand  and  was  honorably  released  Sept.  I8S9. 
He  corresponded  with  his  cousin  Sereno  in  Honolulu, 
and  visited  him  on  his  return  voyage.  While  their 
religious  beliefs  were  different,  their  visit  was 
one  of  kinship  and  several  letters  passed  between 
them  in  the  years  that  followed. 

Upon  his  return  from  New  Zealand  he  went  to 
"Wellsville,  Utah  and  learned  cheese  and  butter  mak¬ 
ing  and  later  established  creameries  in  Fillmore, 
Deseret,  Meadow,  Scipio,  and  Gunnison,  Utah, 

In  1905  he  bought  a  grocery  store  and  meat 
counter  in  Ogden  and  moved  there.  In  Aug.  1906  he 
moved  to  Am,  Fork. 

In  March  1907  when  the  Delta  section  was  open¬ 
ed  for  irrigation  he  returned  to  assist  in  this 
pioneer  development.  His  teojn  plowed  the  first 
furrow  for  the  canal  system,  and  his  was  the  first 
home  to  be  built. 

Although  not  an  eduealed  man  he  served  on  the 
school  board  and  was  ever  an  advocate  of  better 
schools,  better  teachers  and  more  liberal  education. 
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On  Oct.  6,  1919  he  returned  with  mother  from 
L.  D.  S.  Conference  and  on  the  morning  of  the  3th. 
was  stricken  with  heart  failure  and  died  within  a 
few  hours. 

He  loved  his  grandchildren,  v/ho  would  cling 
to  him  for  a  ride  on  his  knee,  a  story  or  a  song. 

May  his  traits  of  serenity,  cheerfulness, 
honesty,  integrity  and  belief  in  God  be  passed  on 
to  his  posterity,  and  may  each  revere  his  memory.
